I; PURPOSE

Related to the corruption within the judiciary, 
the UCO will target major Organized Crime-LCN figures alleged 
to exert influence over the Cook County Judiciary for the 
purpose of "fixing" the outcome of criminal court cases. 


The UCO will further target Chicago LCN members 
and associates presently involved in organized criminal 
acts for the purposes of developing prosecutable cases 
and expanding Chicago's intelligence base on Organized 
Crime and La Cosa Nostra activities.

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III. BACKGROUND INFORMATION 
A. Crime Problem ( s ) 


Historically the City of Chicago is renown in 
the area of Public Corruption. As has been documented 
by Chicago Division investigations such as GREYLORD, MARQUETTE 
TEN and the (COOK COUNTY BOARD OF TAX APPEALS), few areas 
of government are immune from corruption. It has been 
demonstrated by these investigations that there is a broad 
range of corrupting influences that exist involving both 
public officials and persons outside government. 

This UCO will be directed at the influences exerted 
on the Criminal Justice System, specifically, the courts 
and police, by the LCN groups operating in the Chicago 
area. The primary tool used by these LCN figures in their 
efforts to influence a case is bribery. From information 
developed to date, the Chicago Division believes that the 
cases that are fixed by Organized Crime groups usually 
involve principle LCN figures themselves, their friends 
or associates. Information developed indicates that the 
types of bribery will usually be in the form of money or 
in many cases a favorable disposition is returned as a 
political favor for the support received from LCN figures 
with considerable political clout in certain political 
wards.

Information from various sources has confirmed 
that the Chicago LCN controls or influences the vast majority 
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of gambling and loan shark operations in the Chicago area. 
Gambling and loan shark activities have traditionaly been 
the chief source of Chicago LCN revenues. If such an operation 
is LCN controlled the revenues go directly to the LCN. Where 
an independent controls the operation, street tax is charged. 
Chicago gangland slayings are very often the result of 
struggles for gambling~loan shark revenues and/or related 
territory. The Chicago LCN's emphasis on gambling-loan 
shark operations is best exemplified by the selection of 
LCN leadership in Chicago, which has traditionally consisted 
of individuals who have risen from the ranks of LCN through 
their involvement in this activity. 

In addition, it has been determined that these 
individuals also exert an inordinate amount of influence 
within Chicago political circles, specifically the First 
Aldermanic Ward, long considered a LCN political stronghold 
as well as the local judiciary where it has been determined 
that several of the judges currently on the bench in the 
Cook County Circuit Court were nominated/elected due to 
the influence of certain LCN figures, specifically, PATRICK 
MARCY, the First Ward Aldermanic Secretary. 

B. Subjects Involved in Criminal Activity

C. Prior Investigation 

1. To date, traditional investigative techniques 
utilized in this investigation have included the following; 
interviews of clients, defendants and court personnel identified 
through court records as having been involved with the 
targeted subjects; review of avai3.able financial records 
procured by IRS Task Force personnel; utilization of pen 
registers and authorized wire int€;rcepts (Title III) physical 
surveillances of the subjects; follow-ups of all pertinent 
informant information and the utilization of a CW associated 
with several of the targeted individuals who attempted 

to engage in consensually monitored incriminating conversations 
with the subjects. 

With the exception of information obtained by 
the CW through consensually monitored conversations, all 
other traditional investigation methods have failed to 
provide evidence sufficient enough to sustain an indictment 
and/or conviction. 

2. To accomplish the objectives stated above, 
the UCO technique is essential. From the perspective of 

a public corruption investigation the above described bribery 
and case fixing activity always occurs secretly, usually 
between individuals who hold mutual trust for one another. 

In most cases their activity has been long-term and their 
bond is a strong one. To approach either in an interview 
or to bring them before the Federal grand jury seperately would 
1 X Ice ly prove fruitless. Each would realize that the only 
proof of a bribe would amount to the others' testimony against 
him and in the absence of corroboration would prove unsuccessful 
in convicting him.

This proposal does not. present any unusual entrapment 
or due process type legal problems. 


Other phases of this UC proposal appear to be 
anticipatory at this time; however, these phases appear 
not to involve any unusual legal issues that have not been 
addressed previously in similar UC proposals. 

In summary, this operation focuses on a significant 
and worthwhile target with no legal or policy considerations 
that depart from conduct within acceptable bounds of law 
enforcement.

XIII. MANAGEMENT 

At this time, there is regular liaison between 
the case Agents and managing supervisors regarding case 
developments and strategy.

Marcy Too 111 For Trial, 
Defense Lawyqrs Say

Defense attorneys Thursday 
asked to delay the Nov. 30 corrup- 
tion trial of 1st Ward figures Pat 
Marcy and Fred Roti, saying 
Marcy's doctor has determined 
Marcy is so ill a trial now would 
be “Hfe-threaiening.” 

U.S. District Judge Marvin E. 
Aspen ordered a second doctor to 
provide an evaluation of Marcy by 
Nov, 20 to determine if he can 
withstand a trial of four days a 
week and shortened daily hours. 

Marcy » the 79*year-old secretary 
of the 1st Ward Democratic Orga- 
nization, underw'ent surgery in 
August at the Mayo Clinic for four 
heart aneurysms, said defense at- 
torneys Edward Genson and Jef- 
frey Steinback. An independent 
doctor who examined him after 
the surgery on Aspen's orders dis- 
covered he also suffers from a 
form of kidney failure, they said. 

However. 1st Assistant U.S. At- 


torney Thomas Durkin announced 
he would seek to try Rati sepa- 
rately III Marcy cannot stand trial 
by Nov. 30. 

Rc^ti's attorney, Thomas Breeiv 
later said he would object to »y 
severance. Breen called the four- 
teen- coujnt racketeering indict- 
ment ‘Very complex.” 

“Our position would be we have 
combined our efforts . . • and itV 
almost imperative that we try the 
case together, ” Breen said. 

Marcy and Roti, the 72-year-dd 
former alderman of the 1st Ward, 
were indicted in 1990 following an 
investigation by the FBI and the 
Internal J^evenue Service dubbed 
“Operation Gambat” that probed 
corruption in the 1st Ward. 

Marcy and Roti are accused of 
conspiring] to fix a murder case, n 
civil case and a zoning case. Marcy 
alone is accused of conspiring to 
fix a second murder case, an at- 
tempted niurder case and of solic- 
iting bribes for an associate judge-

A judge on Friday ordered aiF 
ing 1st Ward powerhouse Pat 
Marcy anil former alderman Fred 
B. Roti to go to trial Dec. 10, even 
though Marcy may have to rent 
an apartment downtown for his 
trial. 

To accommodate Marcy's frail 
health, U.S. District Judge Marvin 
Aspen took the unusual step of 
ruling that the corruption trial 
will be held only four hours a day 
with Vyednesdays off. 

In rej^ting defense requests for 
a delay, Aspen noted that a gov- 
ernment-appointed physician has 
said Marcy, 79, 'could witfetand 
such a reduced tnal schedule if he 
“took apartment or hotel 
downtown’’; and; did not have to 
commute hours daily from his 
Hin^ale; home. / 

^ ^ Marc>r’s attorneys contend he is 
stilLr ecov^^ g fio^ Aug ust he art 
surgery ‘and was recently diag- 
nosed as suffering a form of kid- 
ney failure and anemia. 

Aspen announced that he had 
been briefed by both Marcy’s per- 
sonal physician and a govern- 
ment-ap- 
pointed physi- 
cian, and both 
agree Marcy is 
“a sick man.” 
However, As- 
pen said, only 
Marcy’s per- 
sonal physi- 
cian believes 
Marcy might 
^ be strong 

Pal Marcy enough to 

withstand a trial in 60 to 90 days. 

The government’s physician 
said that, if Marcy “gets sick or 
worsens he would do so whether 
or not he is on trial,” Aspen said. 

“My view is that we ought to go 
te trial,!’ Aspen said. “Though it 
is inconvenient to try this in a 



piecemeal manner, it seems that I 
this is the only way this case is 
going to get tried.” 

Marcy and Roti, 72, were indict- 
ed ill December, 1990, on bribery- 
related charges resulting from the 
Operation Gam bat probe of 1st 
Ward corruption. 

Defense attorney Jeffrey Stein- 
back said outside of court that 
Marcy’s personal physician has 
said a trial now could trigger a 
stroke or heart attack. Marcy's 
condition, Steinback said, “makes 
him akin to a walking time 
bomb.” 

First Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Thomas Durkin said that, with 
the reduced schedule, the trial 
probably will last at least six 
weeks^twice the original esti- 
mate. A third defense attorney, 
Cynthia Giacchetti, put the esti- 
mate at up to three months be* 
cause the trial will probably 
stretch over the Christmas and 
New Year’s holidays.

Must pay prison costs 


Former First Ward Alderman 
Fred Roti was sentenced to four 
years in prison Thursday on 
racketeering, bribery and extor- 
tion charges by U,S. District Judge 
Marvin Aspen. 

He was also given three years 
probation, fined $75,000, payable 
immediately and ordered to make 
restitution of $17,500. He must also 
pay the cost of his imprisonment 
back to taxpayers. 

That amount will come to $1,492 a 
month for each month of his 
sentence and he has been ordered 
to pay a similar amount each 
month of his supervision, when and 
if he is put on probation. 

Last January, when a federal 
court jury convicted the alderman, 
he was cleared of 1981 allegations 
that he fixed a Chinatown murder 
case involving Lenny Chow, who 
was alledgedly sen‘ to Chicago by 
a New York Ctnnese gang, TTie 
L^ng Shadows, as an enforcer. 

An alderman for 22 years, Roti, 
72, who was indicted Dec. 19, has 
remained free on a $250,000 bond. 

He was one of several indicted 
in what the government calls 
“Operation Garnbat” investigation 
of City Hall in addition to judicial 
corruption. 

Roti was convicted based on 
tape-recorded evidence showing he 
extorted bribes and engaged in a 


racketeering conspiracy scheme. 

Roti and Marcy were accused of 
taking $75,000 in bribes. 

The evidence was provided by an 
alleged corrupt lawyer-tumed- 
government informant Robert 
Cooley and by federal agents who 
secret ly recorded Rod’s private 

conversations in the now defunct 
but once popular “Booth One” at 
Counsellors Row restaurant just 
across from City Hall. 

According to the federal gov- 
ernment Roti and reputed mobster 
and former First Ward Secretary 
Pat Marcy, 79, used to “hang-out” 
at the restaurant. 

On Dec. 20, 1990, Rod. Marcy, 
who died last March and State Sen. 
John D’Arco Jr. (D-10), pleaded 
innocent to federal corruption 
charges. 

The three were included in in- 
dictments announced by then-U.S. 
Attorney General Dick Thorn- 
burgh and U.S. Attorney Fred 
Foreman. 

Marcy’s December, 1990 trial 
was declared a mistrail because of 
his failing health at that time. 
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'SORRY, ASHAMED' ROTI 
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For more than two decades, the 
diminutive, fedora-wearing aider- 
man held sway over Chicago’s no- 
torious and powerful 1st Ward, 
though he spent as much time in 
die Counsellors Row restaurant as 
i in the City Council chambers. 

; Fred Roti loved to schmooze, 
making light of remarks about his 
reputed crime syndicate connec- 
tions and joining in the laughter 
at one suggested campaign slogan: 
“Vote for Roti and nobody gets 
hurt.” 

But it was a different alderman 
captured on secretly recorded 
tapes, pocketing thousand of dol- 
lars in bribes in the summer of 
1989, once literally under the 
table in Counsellors Row. 

“What have you got, an enve- 
; lope?” he asked moments before 
taking the first of three payoffs to 
fix a civil court case six years 
. after Operation Greylord exposed 
rampant judicial corruption in 

Cook County. 

And when Robert Cooley, a 
trusted friend who was secretly 
wearing a hidden recorder for the 
government, approached Roti 
about a legitimate zoning request, 
Roti wanted to know: “Is there 
I anything in it?” As in cold, hard 
cash. 

On Thursday, an emotional 
Roti, now nearly 73 and his face 
de^ly lined, stood before a feder- 
i al judge, choking back tears as he 
! haltingly said, “Now through my 

owTi fault, my own poor judg- 
ment, I will never hold public of- 
fice again.” 

“T^e your time,” U.S. District 
Judge Marvin Aspen told Roti as 
his lawyer put an arm over his 
shoulders to console him. 

“I am veiy, very sorry and 
ashamed for having done this,” 
Roti, a widower, said as his son, 
two daughters and their husbands 
looked on. 

When it was Aspen’s turn to 
talk, he accused Roti of under- 


mining the democratic process by 
his many years of corruption and 
sentence him to 4 years in feder- 
al prison. The judge also fined 
him the maximum $75,000 and 
ordered him to pay restitution of 
$17,500, the total of the bribes, as 
well as the cost of his incarcera- 
tion: $1,492 a month. 

A federal jury convilcted Roti in 
a four-week trial in January on 1 1 
counts of racketeering and extor- 
tion but cleared him of fixing a 
1981 Chinatown murder trial, the 
most serious allegation. 

Pat Marcy, the 1st Ward’s be- 
hind-the-scenes power broker 
who was charged with fixing a 
mob hit man’s murder trial and 
buying an associate judgeship, 
became too ill during the trial to 
continue. He died earlier this 
year. 

“Four years for a man who is 
about 73 is a long time in pris- 
on,” interim U.S. Atty. Michael 
Shepard told reporters later. “I 
think it sends a strong message.” 

But as Shepard noted at the 
sentencing, Roti didn’t get the 
message after Greylord was made 
public in 1983, brazenly continu- 
ing his corruption even after that 
undercover probe resulted in 
convictions of 15 judges and 
scores of others in the 1980s. 

He thought he was too well- 
connected to be caught, Shepard 
said. But Cooleyj a longtime 
corrupt lawyer who worked un- 
dercover for 3 'A years, and his 
tapes proved to be his downfall. 

Roti, the 18th alderman or for- 
mer alderman convicted of cor- 
ruption in. Chicago in the last 20 
years, was a product of the no-* 
tonqus , 1st, Ward Democratic or- 
ganization, long suspected of 
mob influence.

The ninth of 10 children of 
Italian, immigrants, he started in 
politics more than half a century 
ago, shoveling asphalt for the 
city. - 

After serving in World War II 
in Europe, Roti returned to a 
succession of other low-level city 
and county jobs, including work 
at the county morgue. 

Slated by the Democratic 
Party, he was elected to the state 
Senate in 1950, but when redis- 
tricting cost him his seat in 1956, 
he returned to work for the city 
Water Department, inspecting 
drains. 

He became alderman in 1968 
after years of faithful political 
service and remained in office 
vyith little opposition until he de- 
cided not to run for re-election 
in 1991 after his indictment. 

As he has done most weekdays 
since he left’ office, Roti made 
the rounds Thursday in City 
Hall, with many well-wishers and 
even some detractors saying their 
goodbyes. Roti, though, doesn’t 
nave to report to prison until 
July 13. 

He requested to be held at a 
federal camp in Oxford, Wis. 

Roti’s lawyer, Thomas Breen, 
said he was buried in unsolicited 
letters from admirers of the 
alderman after his conviction.

“There are vast areas of good 
in Fred Roti,” Breen said. “He 
always had time for people in the 
community.” 

But Aspen said no other trial in 
his many years as a judge so sad- 
dened him. Many of his com- 
ments, though, were directed at 
allegations gainst Marcy, a less 
well-known figure but, as the un- 
dercover tapes showed, more 
powerful than Roti. 

The 1st Ward’s power to influ- 
ence the judiciary was “almost 
mind-boggling,’* said Aspen, 
pointing out Marcy bought an as- 
sociate judgeship for $25,000 
with “the complicity” of other 
“lackey” judges. 

“It is truly a chilling specta- 
cle,” he said. 

In previous trials stemming 
from the undercover Operation 
Gambat probe of 1st Ward polit- 
ical and judicial corruption, for- 
mer state Sen. John D’Arco Jr. 
and former Judge David Shields, 
once head of Circuit Court’s 
prestigious Chancery Division, 
were each sentenced to 3 years in 
prison for bribery convictions. 
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Former Ald/Fred l^ti was ien - 1 
tenced Thursday to foUr years in 
prison on bribery charges— and 
was ordered to pay for his room.: 
and board there,

U.S, District Judge Marvin As- 
pen also handed Roti, alderman 
of the downtown ' wixl for 23 
years, a $75,000 fine, and ordered 
him to pay $17,500 in restitution 
and $1,492 a month while in 
prison — the cost of his imprifri 
onment. Aspen ordered Roti to 
surrender on July 13 to begin 

serving his sentence at a mini- 
mum-security federal prison in 
'Oxford, Wis.

I He’ll Earn 11 Cents an Hour 
in Minimum Seeurity 


Aid. Bernard Stone (50th) ate lunch 
alone at his City Hall desk Monday. 
At the same hour, 250 miles away, his 
closest friend and daily lunch buddy 
w'as reporting to a federal prison. 

Former' Aid. Fred B. Roti (1st), once 
one of Chicago’s most powerful City 
Council members representing a 
downtown ward with legendary ties to 
organized crime, check^ into Oxford 
rison in rural central Wisconsin to 
egin serving a four-year sentence on 
federal bribery charges. 

The 72-year-old Roti w'as driven to 
Oxford’s minimum security camp by 
his son. Bruno, and two sons-in-Iaw. 
Back in Chicago, Roti’s longtime home 
at 25th and Princeton was put up for 
sale. 

Oxford, 60 miles north of Madison, 
is a medium-security prison with a 
satellite, minimum-security camp. 
Former Circuit Court Judges Reginald 
Holzer and James Lefevour and for- 
mer Circuit Court Clerk Morgan Fin- 
ley all served time there. Roti’s long- 
time colleague Pat De Leo, brother-in- 
law and law partner of former State 
Senator John D’Arco (D- Chicago), is 
there. 

Roti will be paid 11 cents an hour to 
work at a menial job and have what 
one former inmate called ”a lot of 
freedom” to roam through the facility 
during nonworking hours. The camp 
has no guard towers, bars or prison 
cells — ^just double and triple rooms 
similar to a college dormitory. 

The facility includes such amenities 
as a tennis court, baseball diamond, 
exercise room and sunbathing patio. 
Visitation is every Saturday, Sunday 
and national holiday between 8 a.m. 
and 3:30 p.m. 


*'If you’re going to go away, Oxford 
is as good as it gets,” said one politi- 
cian who served time there. 'The road 
is 20 yards from the front door. Any- 
body who wanted to run aw^ay could, 
but nobody does. The hardest thing is 
just to keep yourself occupied.” 

Roti will have to serve a minimum 
of 41 months, but bills pending in 
Congress to change federal guidelines 

for good time could shorten Roti’s 
sentence, according to his attorney. 

U.S. District Judge Marvin E. As- 
pen slapped Roti with the maximum 
allowable penalties for rigging a zoning 
matter and fixing a civil court case 
while serving as an alderman. 

Characteristically, Roti spent his fi- 
nal days of freedom the same way he 
passed the time prior to his convic- 
tion. 

He rose early, arrived at City Hall 
by 8 a.m. and met Stone in the lobby. 
With the closing of Counsellor's Row, 
the hangout where an electronic eaves- 
dropping device captured Roti on in- 
criminating tapes, the pair had their 
morning coffee at the La Salle Street 
Inn. 

Then, it was back to the City Hall 
press room for the first of two daily 
kibitzing sessions with reporters. In 
between, the two would return to 
Stone’s City Hall office, where Roti 
acted as an unpaid volunteer for his 
friend from the North Side. 

By 4 p.m. each day, Roti was off to 
a son’s or daughter’s home for an early 
dinner and some treasured play time 
wnth his grandchildren. All three kids 
live on the same Near South Side 
block. He was home by 8 p.m., often 
dozing in front of the television by the 
time Stone called at 10 p.m. to check 
in and say goodnight. 
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There were no special trips, other 
than the annual Roti family gathering 

July Fourth weekend at the Abbey in 
Fontana, Wis, The only change, Stone 
said, w^as the surprise dinner party 
thrown for Roti by a prominent Chi- 
cago developer with a university presi- 
dent in attendance. 

There w^as a steady parade ol' fare- 
well luncheons with old friends. On 
the Thursday before Roti left for Ox- 
ford, Stone said, the lunch table at 
Centro, 710 N. Wells, included “a 
former city department head, a former 
comptroller, a former budget director, 
a former alderman, a county commis- 
sioner and a former Tribune reporter.” 

On Sunday, Stone said, his friend 
was the toast of Chinatown ot the 
annual St. Rocco’s procession, Roti got 
^‘soaking wet” while leading the 
march, in which statues of St. Rocco 
and other saints are carried through 
the neighborhood and back to a local 
church. ^ 
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Stone said his friend, who is ap- 
proaching his 73rd birthday, shed no 
tears in his final days of freedom. 

“The death of his wife was much 
harder to endure than any prison sen- 
tence could possibly be,” Stone said 
referring to Roti’s wife, Irene, who 
died in January, 1992, after a Jong 
battle with cancer. 

Yes, he did a wrong thing, said 
Stone, “and he admits that, and he’s 
sorry he did it. But, he says, Is 
everything good I’ve done forgotten 
because I made a mistake?

Aid. Fred Roti allegedly pointed 
toward the ceiling and a telephone 
in Counselors Row restaurant, 
suggesting to attorney Robert 
. Cooley that Roti was suspicious 
j about government eavesdropping. 

I The two walked over to Roti's 
I City Hall ofTice, Cooley testified in 
i a trial last year, and the alderman 
' closed the blinds, 
i “What have you got, four?” Roti 
is heard asking on a tape previous- 
ly played in federal court. Accord- 
ing to Cooley, he then handed 
; Roll $4,000 in cash, the last of 
. three payoffs totaling $10,000. for 
the alderman’s help in fixing a 

civil court case. It was July 10, 
i 1989. 

' The next day, a busboy stumbled 
onto a concealed FBI video cam- 
era trained on “Booth One ” the 
comer table at Counselors Row fa- 
I vored by Roti and other influential 

* politicians, 

• But what Roti didn’t realize was 
that Cooley, his trusted friend, was 
a wired government operative who 
had uped their furtive City Hall 

^ meeting and numerous other con- 
versations over 3V2 years. 

Cooley’s dramatic testimony and 
the tape recording were first re- 
vealed in State Sen. John D’Arco 
Jr.’s bribery trnd last year. Cooley | 

\ and his tapes wiU again take center 
; ; stage as the most important trial yet

; Gambat probe begins Monday, with

, While Operation Greylord, the 
undercover investigation of Cook 
County' courts, resulted in con- 
j victions of 15 judges in the 1980s, 
i ^ no other trial in recent memory has 
1 had such serious, wide-ranging 
charges of official corruption.

f; Marcy, alleged to be the mob 
; conduit to City Hall and the courts, 
; alone is accus^ of fixing two infa- 
; mous bench trials: the 1977 acquit- 
> tal of Harry Aleman, the mob’s re- 
; puted chief hitman, in the murder 
; of a T^jamsters Union official; and 
.the 1986 acquittal of weightlifter 
Michael Colella in the brutal 
; beating of a woman Chicago police 
J officer. 

In addition, both Marcy and Roti 
' are charged with fixing a Chinatown 
murder trial in 1981 and taking 
; bribes in 1989 to push a routine 
; zoning change through the City 
‘Council and to fix a civil case in 
the prestigious Chancery Court. 

Marcy also faces a charge of buy- 
ing an associate judgeship for a law- 
yer in 1989. 

“There’s no end to what they 
could do,” Robert Fuesel, executive 
director of the Chicago Crime 
Commission, said Friday, a day 
after the jury was chosen. “That 
again shoNvs the power of the mob.” 

Both defendants deny all charges. 

Roti, 72, who decid^ not to seek 
^re-election after his indictment two 
;tyears ago, is the much better known 
vof the two defendants as a result of 
22 years on the City Council. But 
rMarcy, despite his nebulous title as 
H secretary of the 1st Ward R^ular 
? Democratic Organization, wielded 
; the real power behind closed doors, 

- according to Cooley, an admittedly 
^corrupt lawyer for nearly two dec- 
‘‘ades before he went undercover in 
:i986. 

7 In ffie D’Arco trial, Cooley identi- 
^’fied Marcy as the man to see if you 
^wanted to run for political office in 
\Cook County, get a top job vrith 
the Chicago police or sheriffis of 
: fice, buy a judgeship or fix a court

fied Marcy as an actual “made” 
member of the mob who had been 
ordered to infiltrate Chicago poli- 
tics. 

Defense lawyers are expected to 
scoff at this portrayal of Marcy, 79, 
as fiction and argue that he is 
nothing more dastardly than a vet- 
eran insider of rough-and-tumble 
CWcago politics and a successful, 
millionaire businessman. 

The lawyers will bitterly attack 
Cooley’s credibility, particularly his 
claim that Marcy fixed two murder 
trials and one attempted murder 
trial. 

All three of those incidents took 
place before Cooley began coopera- 
ting, so the government doesn’t 
have strong taped evidence to cor- 
roborate Cooley. 

However, two other juries be- 
lieved Cooley enough to convict 
D’Anx) and former Chancery Judge 
David Shields in separate bribery 
trials. 
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Here’s a look at each of the 
chaises: 

■ Cooley came forward to co- 
operate a few weeks after he says he 
was “forced” by Marcy to fix the 
Colella trial. 

Colella was accused of savagely 
beating police Officer Cathy Touhy 
after she stopped him for a traffic 
violation on New Year’s Eve 1984. 

Before the trial began, Cooley 
claims Marcy told him the case had 
been taken care of, a government 
filing said. 

At the trial, Cooley, Golella’s law- 
yer, offered a novel defense: that 
Colella, even though he had con- 
fessed, didn’t remember what hap- 
pened because a “strange fellow” in 
a nightclub apparently poured an 
unknown drug into Colella’s drink. 

Without explanation. Criminal 

Court Judge Lawrence Passarella 
found Colella not guilty, sparking 
an outcry that led to his being 
voted from the bench. Passarella 
has never been chai^ged with wrong- 
doing. 

■ Aleman was acquitted in 1977 
, of killing a Teamsters steward in 
front of his West Side home even 
thou^ a neighbor walking his dog 
identified Aleman as the gunman. 

Cooley has testified that he per- 
sonally gave bribes totaling $10,000 
to Judge Frank Wilson to fix the 
Aleman trial. 

Years later, after Cooley began 
cooperating, he traveled to Arizona 
in ah attempt to get the retired 
judge to implicate himself, but Wil- 
son denied knowledge, testimony 
indicated. Wilson later killed 
himself. 

■ Cooley alleges that Roti recruit- 
ed him to fix the trial of three New 
Yoik gang members charged in the 
murder of a rival in Chicago’s 
Chinatown, part of the 1st Ward. 
Despite what Cool^ has character- 
ized as the damaging admission at 
trial of the victim’s deathbed identifi- 
cation of one of the defendants. 
Criminal Court Judge Thomas 
Maloney acquitted all three, 
Maloney is awaiting trial on charges 
of taking a bribe to fix the murder 
case; he has pleaded innocent. 

Cooley has testified that he pock- 
eted $25,000 for his efforts and gave 
about $72,500 in cash to Marcy and 
Roti in 1981 fix)m officials of a Chi- 
nese businessmen’s group in order to 
fix the case. 

■ Marcy is accused of obtaining 
an associate judgeship on behalf of 
attorney Bernara Sp^ after Spak’s 
brother, Theodore, promised Marcy 
a bribe, according to a government 
filing. 


Marcy enlisted the help of then- 
Chancer^ Judge PasquaJe Sorren- 
tino, chairman of the selection com- 
mittee v^ho actively lobbied other 
judges to support Sp^ and Judge 
James Zaliratos, the filing said 

Much of the evidence comes from 
wiretapp(xl telephone conversations 
Marcy had from Counselors Row. 

Sp^ won support of a majority of 
the court system’s full circuit ju^es 
to fill a vacant associate judgeship in 
August 1989, but he was voted off 
the bench aft^ the investigation into 
his election became public. Judge 
Zafiratos is assigned to the May- 
wood branch court; neither has been 
chaiged with wrongdoing. 

■ Marcy and Roti are charged 
with extorting $7,500 from Cooley 
for Rod’s support for a proposed 
zoning change at 400 N. Racine 
Ave. 

The owners of the property and 
their law;>^er, Cooley’s brother, Wil- 
liam, legitimately sought the zoning 
change through Roti, their alderman, 
but he referred them to Cooley, ac- 
cording to the indictment. 

Cooley, contacted by his brother, 
alleg^y arranged the bribe. 

■ Marcy and Roti are chaiged 
with fixing a civil case, a purported 
business dispute secretly filed by the 
FBI in Chancery Court to ferret out 
corruption. 

The government will allege that, at 
Cooley’s request, Roti went to the 
chambeis of Judge Sorrentino and 
asked him to relay a message to stall 
the case to then-Chancery Court 
Judge Anthony Scotillo. 

C^ley said he paid $10,000 to 
Rod and Marcy and was told the 
two judges allegedly were to split 
$2,500 for their help. Sorrentino and 
Scotillo are no longer juefees; neither 
has been chaiged with wrongdoing. 
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Roti told 
hell stand 
trial alone

After a federal judge ordered for- 
mer Aid. Fred Roti to continue on 
trial, a ju^ on Wednesday heard a 
virtual primer, via secretly record- 
ed tapes, of how prosecutors con- 
tend politics really worked in the 
city’s notorious 1st Ward. 

; Longtime corrupt lawyer Robert 
Cooley testified that Roti demand- 
ed a $7,500 bribe 3 V 2 years ago to 
grease a legitimate zoning change 
through City Council so that a. 
two-story building could be con- 
structed north of Greektown. 

“Tel! me what the procedure is 
now ” Cooley, a wired government 
mole, is heard on tape asking Roti 
as the two sat alone at the so- 
called 1st Ward table in the Coun- 
sellors Row restaurant on June 5,' 
;1989. 

I Roti slid Cooley’s notebook over 
\ to his side of the table, wrote “75” 
in the comer of the open page and 
; “underlined it,” Cooley testified. 
;“Then he pushed the notebook 
i back toward me.” 

I ‘‘Hmm. OK,” a transcript 
quotes Cooley as saying. 

“You know what I’m talking 
^ about?” Roti asked. 

“Yeah, little ones, not big ones,” 
joked Coofey, apparently refemng 
to the denominations of the bills. 

“Nooooo,” said Roti, laughing. 

I “OK,” Cooley said. 

' “Seventy-five hundred,” said 
1 Roti, making sure Cooley under- 
I stood • 

! “Hmm?” Cooley said. 

1 “Seventy-five hundred,” Roti re- 
i peated. ' 

Later, after others joined them at 
the table, Cooley testified that he 
asked Roti to step to ,the back_p£ 
the restaurant and handed him an 
initial $500 payoff. 

“Let me give you 500 now so 
you got some lunch money in your 
pocket,” the transcript quoted 
Cooley as telling Roti. 


Federal prosecutors also sub- 
mitted into evidence the notebook 
page pur{)orting to show Roti’s 
scnbbled “75.” 

The testimony came Wednesday 
after U.S. District Judge Marvin 
Aspen, as expected, ordered a mis- 
trial for Roti’s co-defendant Pat 
Marcy, 79, a 1st Ward power bro- 
ker, who had a mild heart attack 
last week. 

But Aspen rebuffed efforts by 
Roti’s lawyers to get a new jury 
picked for him. The lawyers con- 
tended that the jury had been 
biased by hearing damaging testi- 
mony about two notorious court 
fixes , that only Marcy — and not 
Roti— is charged with. 

But prosecutors successfully ar- 
gued that the evidence is admissible 
against Roti to try to prove that he 
engaged in a pattern of rack- 
eteering activity with Marcy since 
1977. 

Cooley testified Wednesday that 
his brother, William, also an attor- 
ney, had gone to Roti with a legiti- 
mate request to rezone a vacant lot 
at 400 N. Racine Ave. to allow 
construction of a commercial-resi- 
dential development. 

Roti told the brother to have 
Robert Cooley, a close friend, call 
him, prosecutors have indicated. 
Roti did not know that Robert 
Cooley had been working under- 
cover for the government for more 
than three years at that point, 

A wired Cooley approached Roti 
on his brother's beh^f at Counsel- 
lors Row and asked if there would 
be “a problem” with the zoning re- 
quest. 

“Is there anything in it?” Roti re- 
sponded on a tape played in court, 
“What did you understand him 
to mean?” First Assistant U.S. 
Atty. Thomas Durkin, prosecuting 
the case, asked Cooley. 

“How much money I could get 
for him,” Cooley said. 

After the initial $500 payoff to 
Roti, Cooley said he gave $3,500 
cash to Marcy on June 8, 1989, 
and another $3,500 to Roti a week 
later, both times also in the back of 
Counsellors Row, a former 
hangout across from City Hall. 

“Let me give you the rest of 
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this,” a transcript quoted Cooley as 
telling Roti that day. “Did you talk 
to Pat?” 

“Yeah,” Roti said. 

“OK, ’cause I gave Pat 35,” 
Cooley said. 

The transcript then said Cooley 
counted money aloud. 

“Here, check it,” Cooley said, 
“those are 50s. There should be 
15.” 


Cooley continued to count 
money, according to the transcript. 

“Seventeen, eighteen, nineteen, 
here’s two thousand more,” Cooley 
said. “That should be the whole 
thing then. When I talked to Pat, 
Pat said that if we need, if we need 
what do you call it, permits or 
something else, this covers every- 
thing.”

The corruption case against i 
former Aid. Fred Roti has been 
built around digital audio tapes • 
created through high-tech surveil- 
lance. On Thursday, though, the [ 
government relied in part on the , ' 
faded scribblings on a napkin to : 
try to convince a jury that Roti 
took a bribe on June 28, 1989. 

On that day, the recording de- 
vice worn by Robert Cooley, the . 
corrupt lawy er .tu rned govern - 
ment informant, didii’t work !

Cooley told the jury in the I 
courtroom of U.S. District Judge • 
Marvin Aspen that he met with 
Roti in Counsellors. Row restau- 
jant in the Loop to pay him for 
helping delay a matter in Cook 
County Chancery Court. Partial 
payment of the bribe was made, 
Cooley said, literally under the 

table. H _ 

The napkin, in effect, was the 
government’s receipt for the 
transaction. The napkin, now 
laminated, was entered as evi- 
dence, with the label “Roti Nap- 
kin.” An enlarge photo copy — 
“Government Exhibit Roti Nap- 
kin Enlarged” — was shown to the 
jury too. 

On the napkin, Cooley said, 
Roti scribbled a figure, “2,500,” 
to be paid to the two judges in- 
volved in delaying the case. Roti, 
then alderman oLthe .1st Ward, 

■and Pat Marcy, a 1st Ward 
ower broker, would receive 
7,500, as indicated by the 
“7,500” written on the napkin, 
according to Cooley. 

The $10,000 would go to Roti , 
to distribute', according to . 
Cooley’s testimony. 

Cooley said he told Roti he 
had. $2,500 with him. When Roti 
asked if he had it in an envelope, 
he said he didn’t, Cooley said. 

Roti, Cooley said, put his ' 
hands under the table to get the 


money. 

The rest of the money was paid 
during two other visits with Roti, 
Cooley said. Both those meetings 
were taped, according to the gov- 
ernment. 

Cooley testified that on July 7, 
dso at Counsellors Row, across 
the street from City Hall, he gave 
Rod $3,500. ^ 

On the tape, Roti said, “What 
have you got here, 35?” 

Before j triakiri g t^ final pay- 
ment; on July 10, ’ Cooley said, 
Roti, exp re^sed^^cpncerp .'that 

Counsellors Row^;may*have listeh- 
ing ^.devices and JRpti Earned 
Copley not to use ^a - restaurant ■ 
phone to call him. The two then ' 
walked to City Hall, past Cooley’s 
car, with an FBI agent sitting in , 
the front seat. - ; 

“I know you’re careful,” Roti 
said as they walked to City Hall. 
“Pardon?” said Cooley. 

“1 say 1 know you’re careful.” 
“You gotta be,” said Cooley. 
Whenever he was in public 
buildings, Cooley said, he was in 
fact very careful— he didn’t want 
to walk through any metal detec- 
tors because of the recording unit 
he wore in the small of his back, 
inside his underwear. Cooley said 
he followed Roti to an office that 
wasn’t Rod’s. 

In the office, Roti closed the 
blinds and told Cooley to close 
the door, Cooley said. Then, 
Cooley said, he made the final in- 
stallment— $4,000— on the bribe. 

“What have you got, four?” 
Roti asked. 

“Four,” Cooley said before 
counting out the money. “That’s 
the end of it.” 

Within the next couple of days, 
Cooley said, he learned through a 
TV news report .that the owners i 
of Counsellors Row had found a 
video camera in one of the 
booths, believed to have been a ) 
government monitoring device. 
But the next time Cooley saw 
Roti and other 1st Ward figures, 
he said, they did not treat him’ 
with suspicion. 
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The case allegedly manipulated 
by Roti and Marcy with the 
$10,000 from Cooley was one 
manufactured by the government 
as part of its investigation of 1st 
Ward corruption. 

According to Cooley, the fix in- 
volved two Cook County judges, 
Pasquale Sorrentino, then presid- 
ing judge of the Law Division, 
and then-Chancery Judge Antho- 
ny Scolillo. 

Neither man has been charged 
and both have denied wrong- 
doing. Sorrentino was voted off 
the bench and Scotillo is retired. 

Marcy and Roti had been on 
trial together, but Judge Aspen on 
Wednesday declared a mistrial for 
Marcy, who had a mild heart at- 
tack last week. 

Cooley testified Thursday that 
on June 27, 1989, he approached 
Marcy about trying to get a delay 
in a case he had before Scotillo. 

When Roti joined the two at 
Counsellors Row, he eagerly 
volunteered to help out, accord- 
ing to the tapes. '‘Hey, why don’t 
I do this, Pat?” he said on the 
tape. “Hold it, hold it. Why don’t 
I go see, cal! our friend. . . 

Cooley said this meant that 
Roti would talk to Sorrentino, 
which he said Roti did Mmdst im- 
mediately, When he Teturned, 
Cooley said, Roti indicated that 
Sorrentino had then quickly con- 
tacted Scotillo.

On the tape, Roti said: “He 
walked over there in person. He 
gave him a piece of paper/’ 

Cooley also testified about a 
conversation he had with Scotillo 
in August of 1989 when he 
enountered him on a street in the 
Loop. 

The judge indicated that he and 
Sorrentino were not paid by Roti 
and Marcy for their favor on 
Cooley’s case in chancery. 

“That’s terrible. . . Cooley 
said. 

. . You know how they are,” 
Scotillo replied. 

Scotillo, Cooley said, joked 
about how he had feigned anger 
at Cooley during one hearing. 

“Oh, that was just an act,” 
Scotillo said on the tape. i 
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Bench Press . . .

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Roti’s Bribery 
Math on Napkin, 
Cooley Testifies

Operation Gambat mole Robert 
Cooley testified Thursday that 
former 1st Ward Aid. Fred Roti 
used a paper napkin to write out 
The arithmetic of a bribe, then put 
his hands under a table to accept 
the first payment. 

Cooley pointed to a Counsellors 
Row restaurant napkin, sealed in 
a plastic evidence bag, that he 
said carried Roti’s calculMions for 
the $10,000 fix of a civil court case 
pending before then-Chancery 
Court Judge Anthony Scotillo. 

Testifying in the second week of 
Roti’s corruption trial, Cooley said 
the napkin showed Roti had writ- 
ten '"7500” as the total bribe re- 
quested for Roti and 1st Ward 
powerhouse Pat Marcy, and 
“2500” as the bribe needed for 
Scotillo and then -chief Law Divi- 
sion Judge Pasquale ‘*Buck” Sor- 
rentino. ' 

Cooley said that during the 
June 29, 1989, meeting at a table 
toward the rear of Counsellors 
Row, Roti totaled the figures to 
“10.000/* underlined that number 
and saidi ‘That’s what w^e need,” 

“I told him 1 had 2500 with me 
now, do you want that now,” Coo- 
ley said. “He put his hands under 



the table and said, *OK.’ I counted 
out the money and said, 'Here’s 
the 2,500.* ” ' 

Cooley said he did not realize 
until later that the undercover 
tape recorder he wore wasn't 
wojking during the meeting. But 
he said he crumpled up the nap- 
kin, put it in his pocket and later 
gave it to an FBI agent. 

First Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Thomas Durkin and co-prosecu- 
tors Michael Shepard and_ Kath- 
leen Murdock on Thursday played 1 
for the federal court jury tapes ' 
detailing the alleged bribe 
scheme — one of three fixeV Roti, 
72, is accused of orchestrating, 
Marcy, 79, was dismissed from the 
trial Monday after he was hospi- 
talized for heart problems. 

The tapes showed that on June 
27, 1989, Marcy summoned Roti 
to Counsellors Row to discuss a 
request by Cooley that Scotillo 
delay a ruling on a motion to 
freeze $210,000 involved in the 
civil lawsuit. Marcy said Scotillo 
was “hearing a case today” but 
suggested, “Maybe I can get him 
off the bench.” 

After. Roti arrived, the tapes 
showed, Roti came up wdth the 
idea that, “Hey, why don’t I do 
this. Why don’t I go see, call our 
. friend,” and__Marcy_ responded, 

“Buck [Sorrentino]?” 

“Yeah,” Roti said, “because he 
can do it right there.” 

Marcy suggested that Sorren- 
tino tell Scotillo to “stall it till 
tomorrow afternoon,” the tapes 
showed, and Roti left for the Da- 
ley Center to relay the message to 
Sorrentino, Cooley said. Roti re- 
turned to report that **he [Sorren- 
tino] walked over there [to Scotil- 
lo’s courtroom] in person” to de- 
liver the message, according to the 
tapes and Cooley’s testimony. 

Neither Sco^^o^^l^ji^^tino, 
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who have both since left the 
bench, has been charged. Through 
their attorneys, both have denied 
any wrongdoing. 

Cooley said he gave Roti a sec- 
ond payment of $3,500 on July 7, 

1989, at Counsellors Row after 
Roti asked him, according to 
tapes, “You got an envelope?” and 
Cooley responded, “I’m gonna 
give ya 3,500 more today.” 

The final $4,000 payment, Coo- 
ley said, was made on July 10, 

1989, shortly after an undercover 
camera, planted as part of the 

Gambat investigation, had been 
found in Counsellors Row. On 
that date, Cooley said, Roti made 
a circular motion in the air, indi- 
cating that all of Counsellors Row 
might be bugged, and ushered 
Cooley over to an unidentified 
alderman’s City Hall office. 

There, Cooley said, Roti in- 
fracted him to shut the door. 

Then Roti pulled down two sets of 
blinds and asked, “What have you 
got, four?” according to the tapes 
Tour, that’s the end of it,” Coo- 
ley responded.

Greylord 
probe into court corruptioii' 

Roti's attorney, Thomas Breen, 
Monday questioned Cooley about 
his 22 years of giving ^d taking 
bribes. Cooley has accused Roti, 
72, of fixing two court casiM^ and a 
zoning matter. Breen has chiarged 
that Cooley was so corrupt for so 
long that he cannot be believed.

However, 
Cooley said he had been assured, 
via LeFevour's attorney, that Le- 
Fevour had never mentioned his 
name or the name of any other 1st 
Ward figure. 
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Gambat Witness’ 
Bribery Scenario

In his last shot at key Operation 
Gambat witness Robert Cooley, an 
attorney for former 1st Ward Aid. 
Fred B. Roti tried Tuesday to put 
an innocent spin on Roti's taped 
conversations about two alleged 
fixes. 

During Cooley’s second and last 
day of cross-examination, defense 
attorney Thomas.Breen said Roti 
was discussing Vilegal fee” with 
Cooley---^d : a 

bribe — dii^g ^^1^^1989, con- 
versationyabout‘a 

“That’s- not The interpretation 1 
got,” said Cooley^ who' volunteered 
to work ^ndefcpver^ gov- 

ernment ^during The ’ investigation 
of Ist Ward corruption; " 

Under Breen’s questioning, 
Cooley conceded that Roti was not 
present a month later when 1st 
Ward powerhouse Pat Marcy al- 
legedly brought up bribes during a 
discussion of a civil case pending 
before then-Chancery Court Judge 
Anthony Scotillo. 

Marcy, 79, was dismissed from 
the federal bribep^ trial last week 
after being hospitalized for heart 
problems. 

According to tapes and Cooley’s 
testimony, Cooley, Marcy and 
Roti hatched a plot for Roti to tell 
then-Law Division Chief Judge 
Pasquale “Buck” Sorrentino to 
give Scotillo the message to “stall” 
the case. Both Sorrentino and 
Scotillo have since left the bench 
and have denied wrongdoing 


through their attorneys. They 
have not been charged. 

Breen noted that tapes show 
Roti screamed across Counsellors 
Row restaurant for a Ist Ward 
worker to tell Aid. Bernard Stone 
(50th) that he would be late be- 
cause he had to see Sorrentino. 
Breen implied Roti did not need 
to use a “hushed tone” in the 
restaurant because he was not 
part of any bribe effort. 

Under later questioning by First 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Thomas 
Durkin, Cooley said Roti did not 
yell out his full reason for seeing 
Sorrentino. 

; . Cooley " said that later tapes 
showed displayed knowledge 
of the “stalled” case while accept- 
. ing a $3,500 payoff 

Also Tuesday, Aid. William J.P. 
Banks (36th), the chairman of the 
City Council 2^ning Committee, 

. outlined the process for obtaining 
a zoning change. He said the 
council usually follows the recom- 
mendation of the alderman in 
whose ward the change would oc- 
cur. 

Attorney Timothy Fitzgerald 
testified that he and Cooley’s 
brother, attorney William Cooley, 
happened to be seeking a legiti- 
mate zoning change in Roti’s ward 
in 1989 when Roti demanded to 
see Robert Cooley before giving 
his approval for the change. 

Unbeknownst to Fitzgerald or 
William Cooley, Roti solicited 
payoffs from Robert Cooley on the 
zoning matter, Robert Cooley has 
testified.

An attorney who was seeking a 
legitimate zoning change in 1989 
testified Tuesday that former Aid, 
Fred Roti, on trial on bribery 
charges, insisted on deling with 
Robert Cooley, a friend and 
longtime corrupt lawyer, on the 
matter. 

Timothy Fitzgerald, who still 
j works with Cooley’s brother Wil- 
liam in a law practice, said he 
went alone to Roti’s City Hall of- 
fice in mid-April 1989 to let him 
Imow of a zoning request in the 
1st Ward. 

Fitzgerald said Roti asked, 
“Who are you with?” 
j “I said, ‘Cooley,’” said Fitz- 
I gerald, referring to his law partner. 
^Tell him to come in and t^ to 
me,” Fitzgerald said Roti told 
him. 

“I assumed he meant Bill 
Cooley.” . 

But it turned out Roti wanted to 
-.see. Robert Cooley, Fitzgerald tes- 


tified. When Fitzgerald returned to 
Roti’s office with William Cooley 
several days later, Roti expressed 
surprise, Fitzgerald said. 

“You’re not who I thought you 
were,” Fitzgerald quoted Roti as 
saying. “He wanted to talk to Bob 
[Cooley].” 

Unbeknownst to Roti, Robert 
Cooley had been a wired govern- 
ment operative for three years at 
that point. 

In three separate taped meetings, 
Robert Cooley testified, he gave a 
total of $7,500 in bribes to Roti 
and 1st Ward power broker Pat 
Marcy to grease his brother’s legit- 
imate zoning change through the 
City Council. 

Cooley, who finished testifying 
Tuesday after six days on the wit- 
ness stand over the last two weeks, 
said his brother did not know of 
his undercover work or that he 
' fixed the zoning change. 

Even though he had nothing to 
do with the zoning matter, Cooley 
said Roti wanted to deal only with

him because “he knew I was 
corrupt.” 

Aid. William J.P. Banks (36th), 
chairman of the Council’s Zoning 
Committee, testified Tuesday the 
zoning change won committee ap- 
proval after Aid. Bernard Stoned 
(50th) indicated Roti supported 
the project. 

In addition to the alleged zoning > 
fix, Roti is also on trial on charges ' 
he fixed a 1981 Chinatown mur- 
der trial and a 1989 civil court 
case secretly filed by the FBI. 

Marcy had been on tri^ with Roti 
until he suffered a mild heart at- 
tack earlier this month. 

Cooley, the government’s star 
witness, denied defense assertions 
that he began cooperating with the 
government in large part because 
of fear he was under investigation 
in the Operation Greylord probe 
of court corruption. 

Attorney Charles Sklarsky, a for- 
mer federal prosecutor, c onfirmed - 
Cooley was not under '

The most serious allegations 
against Marcy, alleged to be the 
mob conduit to City. Hall and 
the courts, involve fixing the 
1977 acquittal of Harry. Aleman, 
the mob’s reputed chief hit man, 
in the murder of a Teamsters of- 
ficial and the 1986 acquittal of 
weightlifter Michael Colella in 
the brutal beating of a female po- 
lice officer. 

Roti and Marcy also are 
charged wi^ fixing a Chinato wn 


murder trial in 1981 and taking 
bribes in 1989 to push a routine 
zoning change through the City 
Council and fix a civil case in the 
prestigious Chancery Court. 

Marcy is also accused of buy- 
ing a judgeship in 1989 in return 
for an undisclosed bribe. 

The seven-woman, five-man 
jury will hear secretly recorded 
tapes of the three allied 1989 
fixes as a result of wiretaps on , 
phones in Counsellors Row and 
the undercover work of Robert 
Cooley, a self-confe^d coiropt 
lawyer wh o wore a hidden micro- 
phone during 3% years of under- 
cover woric for the government; 

The three earlier alleged fixes 
also involve Cooley, a longtime 
friend of Marcy and Roti, but 
those incidents occurred before 
he began wearing a wire. 

Murdock called Cooley 
“corrupt as they come” but said 
“the one thing” Roti and Marcy 
“couldn’t fix was a tape record- 
er.” 

Defense lawyers Edward Gen- 
son and Thomas Breen are ex- 
jected jq launch a blistering at- 
tack on Cooley’s credibility in 
their opening statements Tues^y. 

In the crowded courtroom of 
U.S. District Judge Marvin Aspen, 
Murdock alleged that John D’Arco 
Sr., the 1st Ward’s longtime com- 
nutteeman, participated in discus- 
sions about fixing the Aleman 
trial. 
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After Criminal Court Judge 
Frank Wilson acquitted Aleman 
despite identification by two wit- 
nesses, Marcy handed Cooley two 
envelopes in the janitor’s closet in 
a hallway outside the CounseUors 
Row dining room, Murdock said. 
One contained $3,000 cash for 
Cooley for arranging the fix and 
the second had $7,500 cash for 
Wilson, she said. 

Cooley had previously paid Wil- 
son an additional $2,500, Mur- 
dock alleged. Wilson is dead. 

Murdock also charged that Nun- 
zio Tisci, a top supervisor in the 
Cook County public defender’s of- 
fice, participated in discussions 
wth Marcy and Cooley in fixing 
the Colella case. Murdock identi- 
fied Tisci as “a close associate” of 
Marcy and Colella’s uncle. 

Tisci’s attorney, Anthony Pacel- 
li, called the allegations “er- 
roneous and an absolute fabrica- 
tion.” 

Cooley will testily Marcy deliv- 
ered his undisclosed payoff in the 
s^e janitor’s closet for work on 
the Colella fix, Murdock indicated. 

Murdock said Marcy and Roti 
also wielded power over judges, 
another alderman and sheriff’s cm- 
ployecs. Among other disclosures: 
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■ The government said Aid. 
Burton Natanis (42nd), acting on 
the orders of Marcy and Roti, in- 
tervened with city officials so that 
a nightclub in the Rush Street area 
got a 4 a,m. license even though it 
did not qualify for one. Murdock 
said Natarus called one official of 
the Department of Inspectional 
Services to push the license 
through for Eddie Rockets, 9 W. 
Division St. 

Roti and Marcy called Natarus 
from a bugged phone at Counsel- 
lors Row, and tapes that will be 
played show Natarus talking in a 
“deferential tone of voice” to 
Marcy, Murdock said. 

Natarus, who is expected to 
testify for the government after 
being promised he wouldn’t be 
prosecuted, told authorities he 
helped out Marcy and Roti “be- 
cause he needed the support of the 
1st Ward organization,” Murdock 
said. 

■ Jurors also will hear taped 
evidence of Ist Ward influence 

over the Cook County sherifFs of- 
fice, Murdock said. 

Marcy called from the bugged 
Counsellors Row phone to tell 
Tom Fortas, a process server, that 
he wanted the operators of Gandhi 
Electronics evicted the next day 
from their West Devon Avenue 
budding. 

“Marcy said, ‘Jump,’ so Fortas 
did,” Murdock said 

Fortas, in a call from Counsel- 
lors Row, enlisted the help of Bill 
Bruce, chief of court services for 
the sheriff, in the unusually quick 
eviction. 

A spokesman for Sheriff Michael 
Sheal^ said Bruce was dismissed 
the day Sheahan took office two 
years ago, and Fortas resigned in 
May 1992. 

■ The government alleged that 
in 1989, Judge Pasquale Sorren- 
tino, one of Cook Counts most 
respected jurists as presiding judge 
of the Law Division, “ran errands 
and delivered messages for Marcy 
to fix cases.” 


Sorrentino relayed a message to 
another judge to stall a civil case 
secretly filed by the FBI “all be- 
cause this man snaps his fingers,” 
said Murdock, pointing to Marcy. 

Sorrentino, voted off the bench 
in 1990, could not be reached for 
comment, but he has denied any 
wrongdoing. 

■ Then-Chancery Judge Antho- 
ny Scotillo, alleged to have stalled 
the civil case after receiving the 
message through Roti and Marcy, 
laughed in a chance taped encoun- 
ter with Cooley about feigning 
anger at the hearing, Murdock 
said. 

Scotillo, now retired, denies 
committing any crime in his han- 
dling of the case, said his attorney, 
Michael Monico.

Roti isn’t 
laughing 
anymore

Walking swiftly into the Dirk- 
sen Federal Bulling in the glare 
of television cameras, Fred Roti 
had in recent weeks become the 
image of a wise guy in trouble 
after years on the take. Short 
and dapper, Roti smiled enigma- 
tically and shunned reporters’ 
questions. 

It was not the same Fred Roti 
who had spent much of his life 
1 in the corridors of power at City 
I Hall. 

During 22 years as alderman 
from the notorious 1st Ward, 
Roti didn’t duck the press — in 
fact, he hung around the City 
Hall press room, a raucous, 
irreverent place, on a daily basis. 

He did not shrink from the 
open allusions to his reputation 
for having crime syndicate con- 
nections. He laughed openly 
when reporters once suggested 
that he use as a campaign slo- 
gan, “Vote for Roti and nobody 
gets hurt.” When he would pre- 
tend he was angry, he would 
open his suit coat and point to 
an envelope in the chest pocket, 
joking that he had a “contract” 
on the offender. 

Once, in 1971, he jokingly 
lament^ that his token Republi- 
can opponent shunned campaign 
appearances. 

“I wish he’d show up just once 
because when you disappear like 
that in the 1st Ward, it causes 
talk,” he said. 

But the levity ended in late 
1990 when Roti was indicted on 
charges he took thousands of 
dollars in bribes to fix a China- 
town murder trial, a civil court 
case and a routine zoning 
change. 

Co-defendant Pat Marcy, a 
longtime power broker allege to 
be the 1st Ward’s mob link, also 
was charged with fixing a mob 
hit man’s murder trial and the 
trial of a weightlifier accused in 
the savage beati^ of a woman 
Chicago police officer. 

On Friday, a federal jury con- 
victed Roti on 1 1 counts of cor- 
ruption, but in a decision that 
could reduce his prison sentence, 
he was cleared of the most seri- 
ous allegation, the fix of the 
1981 Chinatown murder trial. 
Marcy, 79, was too ill to con- 
tffioe on trial. 


Roti could be sentenced to 
^Wabout Vh years in prison, 
though federal prosecutors in- 
tend to seek the maximum, 
about a nine-year prison term. 

Secretly recorded tapes by 
Robert Cooley, a longtime 
corrupt lawyer-tumed-wired gov- 
ernment mole, showed a darker 
side to Roti, his hand out to 
take $14,00Ci^in bribes in littlej 
more man one month in sununer 
1989. 

Wilson Moy, a businessman tm- 
officially known as the mayor of 
Oiinatown, complained to a wired 
Cooley in 1987 about Roti: “I 
found out that, with him money 
first. Money first. Money first.” 

Rod’s start with the city, more 
than 50 years ago, was inauspi- 
cious. He shoveled asphalt before 
entering World War II as a iria- 
chine-gunner on a boat in Europe. 

On his return to Chicago, Roti 
became active in the Democratic 
Party and held a succession of 
mundane city and county jobs. In 
the 1950s, he served six years as a 
state senator in Springfield. But 
when his seat was lost to redistrict- 
ing, he went to work as a city 
drain inspector. 

He became an alderman in 1968 
after years of faithful service to the 
infamous 1st Ward Democratic or- 
ganization headed by his alderman- 
ic predecessor, John D’Arco Sr. _ 
Govemmeni was good to Roti. It 
often was said that Roti held the 
modern-day record for having rela- 
tives on the city payroll — 17 at one 
time— and it often was joked that 
most of them were named Fred or 
Bruno. The B. in Fred B. Roti 


stinda for BnuA, liK Mhm 4>f his 

father, who olice was ta^ed Bruno 
the Bomber for alleged criminal ac- 
tivities involving explosives. 

For decades, Roti and the late 
Aid. Vito Marzullo (25th) were 
considered the City Council’s main 
connection with what was referred 
to as the Italian-American business 
community. 

Roti’s official outside job was as 
an insurance salesman for a firm 
run by D’Arco, althoi^ no one 
ever recalls seeing Roti hmtling a 
client for insurance. Business, it 
was said, came to him. 

In recent years, his nearly con- 
stant companion was Aid. Bernard 
Stone (50th), a taller, portlier man, 
who, when, walking through City 
Hall, made 'aHeam that was some- 
times referred to as “Fred and Ber- 
nie,” a paraphrase of the Fred Flin- 
tstone-Bafney Rubble cartoon 
team. 

Roti didn’t testify at his trial, but 
^ Stone did on his behalf. 

During City Council meetings, 
roU^c^ are taken by ward num- 
ber, so Roti always answered first, 
and b^use he was an administra- 
tion loyalist for the most part, his 
vote signaled which way the vote 
would eventually go. 

Once, during a City Council 
meeting a woman alderman not 
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ffilative prowess responded when 
her name was called, “Roti’s not 
here, and I don’t know bow to 
vote.” 

It was a story often told in City 
Hall, and no one enjoyed hearing it 
more than Roti. 

When the aldermen used to have 
an organized softball team, Roti, 
nicknamed “Peanuts” because of 
his short stature, was the manager 
because of his seniority. 

After his indictment, Roti volun- 
tarily gave up his aldermanic seat 
and did not seek re-election in 
1991. He also was involved in the 
care of his ailing wife, Irene, who 
died last year after a long illness. 

Still, Roti made almost daily ap- 
pearances in City Hall, including 
his ritualistic visit to the press 
room to kibbitz with reporters. 

Aid. Ted Mazola, the new 1st 
Ward alderman who shuns close 
connections to Roti and the 1st 
Ward Democratic organization, has 
taken over Roti’s office and carries 
out the aldermanic role. But Roti 
could usually be found in Stone’s 
office, answering telephone calls 
from former constituents. 

During the last two weeks, Roti 
was philosophical about the federal 
trial and his ultimate fate, saying 
that what will happen will happen. 

As late as Friday morning, Roti 
and Stone came through City Hall 


again, talking to reporters and 
swapping “conventiontd wisdom” 
about what a two-day jury delibera- 
tion can mean. 

Friday afternoon, the jury 
showed what that lengthy delibera- 
tion meant and ruled that Roti was 
guilty. 

Although Roti made a few com- 
ments, he was stoic after the ver- 
dict. 

It was typical of the man known 
around City Hall, who has often 
said his motto is, “The best words 
are those left unsaid.” 

When word swept through City 
Hall of Roti’s conviction, city 
workers were seen with long faces 
because Roti was one of those 
aldermen who always said hello to 
everybody, janitors and department 
heark, secretaries and street clean- 
ers. 

With Roti’s conviction, 18 aider- 
men or former aldermen have been 
convicted of corruption-related 
chatyes in the last 20 years, but 
Roti’s seemed to be a little differ- 
ent. 

In spite of the years of joldng 
and insinuations of heavy dealings 
over at the 1st Ward table in 
Counsellors Row restaurant, it 
seemed that Roti was one of those 
guys who wasn’t going to get 
caught. 

But, at 72, he was.

Roti joins aldermen’s hall of shame

Fred Roti, the "diminutive and 
personable former 1st Ward 
alderman, joined a long, legend- 
ary but dubious City Council 
roll call on Friday: the convicted 
felons 

After deliberating Vh days, a 
federal jury convicted Roti of 
taking thousands of dollars in 
bnbes, thus becoming Chicago’s 
18th alderman or former aider- 
man convicted on corruption 
charges in the last 20 years 

Though the jury convicted him 
on all 1 1 counts of racketeenng, 
racketeering conspiracy, bnbery 
and extortion, Roti leatimately 
claimed a measure of vindica- 
tion. 


To convict him of rack- 
eteering, the jury had to find 
him guilty of bvo out of three 
fixmg ch^es And it did, con- 
victing him of taking $10,000 
for influencing a civil court case 
and $7,500 to support a routine 
zomng change, both in 1989 

But the jury cleared him of the 
most senous allegation, sharing 
in $72,500 for fixing a China- 
town murder trial in 1981. 

The jury’s decision could 
mean about five fewer years in 
pnson for the 72-year-old Roti, 
the former city drain inspector 
who spent 22 years representing 
m the council. 

Roti, who kept his composure 
during the four-week courtroom 
drama, reacted with rehef, telling 


reporters in a shaky voice, “At 
least I can pt back to my 
grandchildren.’’^ 

He could receive a 3 '/ 2 -year 
prison term, though prosecutors 
indicated they will seek the max- 
imum, about a nine-year sen- 
tence. 

U.S. Atty. Fred Foreman, ad- 
dressing reporters and a ph^anx 
of caiperamen in the lobby of 
^e Dirkscn Federal Building, in- 
sisted Roti’s conviction was “a 
total victory.” 

“Eleven counts, 11 guilty,” 
Foreman added “If we wcle a 
baseball player, we would be bat- 
tmg 1,000 — 11 of 11 ” 

Roti’s attorneys, Thomas 
Breen and Marc Martin, said

Circuit Judge Anthony J. Scotillo 
will serve in the Law Division’s pre- 
trial section beginning Tuesday af- 
ter requesting a reassignment from 
the Chancery Division. 

Scotillo was assigned to a lawsuit 
mentioned in an indictment re- 
turned in December against two 
Chicago political figures accused of 
accepting money to influence the 
performance of the judge assigned 
to the case. 

Chief Judge Harry G. Comerford 
said late last week that Scotillo 
asked him on Wednesday to be reas- 
signed to a less sensitive judicial 
position. 

“He felt he owed it to the system 
and his cplleagues,” Comerford 
said. 

Scotillo, 61, and a judge since 



reassigned from 

1971, has sat in the Chancery Divi- 
sion since 1981. He will not he de- 
ciding cases in the pretrial section. 

When asked how long Scotillo 
will remain in the pretrial section, 
Comerford responded, “I suppose 
until this whole situation comes to a 
head one way or another.” 

Scotillo said he requested the re- 
assignment “because of the gossip 
and rumors and I didn’t want it to 
create a cloud over the system or my 
colleagues. 

“I’m really completely innocent 
of any wrongdoing and after the 
trials are over, that will be very ob- 
vious.” 

Comerford added, ”I don’t think 
what is occurring should in any way 
reflect anything upon the judge 
himself’ or be an indication that he 
has done anything wrong.

MEMORANDUM OPINION AND ORDER 


MARVIN E. ASPEN, District Judge: 

Both the government and defendants Fred Roti and Rat Marcy have filed 
pretrial motions, which we resolve as follows: 

• Government's Evidentiary Proffer 

Contingent on the government's evidence as adduced at trial, we accept 
its Santiago proffer. An appropriate order will be entered after the presentation of that 
evidence. 


• Government's "Rule 404(b)" Evidence 

As a precautionary measure, the government has advised the court and 
defendants that it intends to offer at trial "certain evidence which may fall within Federal 
Rule of Evidence 404(b)."- This evidence include.*^ three instances in 1989 when Marcy 
and Roti, together or individually, took steps or had steps taken to secure special liquor 
licenses for three bars, licenses that would permit the bars to remain open for business 
until 4:00 a.m. It includes a series of phone calls in which Marcy directed an unindicted 


Rule 404(b) provides that "(elvidence of other crimes, wrongs, or acts is not 
admissible to prove the character of a person in order to show action dosaso nformit yri-vm 
therewith. It may, however, be admissible for other purposes, such as pi oofMpfome 
opportunity, intent, preparation, plan, knowledge, identity, or absence of mistakl 
accident . . . ."

The government persuasively argues that its notice' of intent is purely 
precautionary because the evidence described here is not, in fact, subject to Rule 404(b). 

We agree that, given the broadly defined scope of the indictment itself, in which the 
government is seeking "to prove the existence, structure, and interstate effect of . . . the 
charged enterprise, which focuses on obtaining, maintaining and exercising inriuence," 
the circumstances and situations described above may tend to further the government's 
case. 

That being said, we decline to permit the governrhent to present its 
evidence peaaining to the Las Vegas trip accommodations, and regarding the two 
occasions Marcy spoke to certain state lawmakers. This evidence is either entirely 
irrelevant. Fed. R. Evid. 402, or, if minimally relevant, would be needlessly confusing and 
unfairly prejudicial. Fed. R. Evid. 403. We have reviewed the transcripts of those 
interactions, and hold them inadmissible at trial. The mere fact that Marcy and Roti took 
pains to do a simple favor for a colleague, without any evidence of ^ quid pro quo , does 
not, in this instance, translate into relevant evidence that should be considered by the 
jury. Similarly, it stretches too far to suggest that consultation^ with elected state 

- In addition, the government refers to evidence that, separate from the Las Vegas 
trip, "Marcy also had conversations from Counselor's Row aimed at assisting that same 
official in obtaining a bank loan." So far as we can tell, the set of transcripts provided 
to us by the government do not contain these bank loan conversations. Accordingly, we 
assume that the government will not be introducing any such evidence at trial, and that 
the reference to the loan is, perhaps, merely an attempt to demonstrate that Marcy 
and/or Roti had contact with (or did favors for) this official on more than one occasion. 
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lawmakers (at least of the type offered here by the governmerit)- tend to show 
impermissible influence, or the structure of an enterprise with such influence. 

Even if we assume that the rest of the evidence described above is 
subject to Rule 404(b), it would be admissible. Without belaboring the point just prior 
to trial, the Seventh Circuit's four-part test regarding admissibility Under Rule 404(b), 
United States v. Monzon. 869 F.2d 338, 344 (7th Cir. 1989), is satisfied here. 

Roti's and Marcy's objections to this evidence are not persuasive, and we 
reject them en masse. The most unique such argument in opposition |s Roti's contention 
that interaction with government officials is protected by the First Amendment and, 
specifically, the Noerr-Penninaton doctrine. See United Mine Workers Iv. Pennington . 381 

U. S. 657, 85 S. Ct. 1585, 14 L. Ed. 2d 626 (1965); Eastern R.R. Presidents Conference 

V. Noerr Motor Freight. Inc. . 365 U.S. 127, 81 S. Ct. 523, 5 L. Ed.^d 464 (1961). As

the government points out,- this doctrine is inapplicable to Roti's situation. The evidence 
in question here is offered to prove an enterprise, and even lawful, "Iprotected" activity 
may be used to demonstrate the existence of an enterprise. See . e.(|».. United States v. 

828 F.2d 940, 947 (2d Cir.) (citing § 18 U.S.C. 1961(4), which expressly 
includes labor unions in the statutory definition of "enterprise"), ceii. denied . 484 U.S. 
1011, 108 S. Ct. 711, 98 L. Ed.2d 662 (1988); Hudson v. LaRoJche . 579 F. Supp. 
623, 628 (S.D.N.Y. 1983) (accepting as enterprise an "unincorporated national political 


- The government maintains that elected state officials do not as a matter of routine 
phone ordinary citizens with the message that, although a significant faction of their 
constituency opposes a certain measure, "I'm gonna vote on it cuz I 'know you probably 
want (I A) right?" While this is perhaps not the ordinary state of affairs, neither is it 
extraordinary. Our system of government tolerates, indeed (fot better or worse) 
encourages, the elected lawmaker's discretionary use of his or her; vote. That Marcy 
interjected himself into this process does not tend to prove or dispro>^e the government's 
case.

The government essentially reiterates the arguments it made with respect 


to those acts that it thought might require Rule 404(b) notice. We get the sense that it 
should have included this evidence in its precautionary Rule 404(b) motion, but that is 
a procedural rather than substantive miscue. We again find this evidence not subject to 
Rule 404(b)'s requirements; it is indicative of conduct that is the subject of the 
indictment, and is therefore admissible. It would also be admissible if it were subject to 
Rule 404(b), given the fact that is satisfies the Monzon test alluded to supra . 

As for this evidence being needlessly cumulative and unduly prejudicial, 
we do not believe that to be the case. The evidence is abbreviated, corroborative, and 
not unduly prejudicial. Accordingly, we deny Marcy's motion to exclude portions of 
Designation #2. 

Marcy also argues that the government should redact all "vulgar language" 
from the transcripts, figuring that "the language is offensive and will inflame and unduly 
prejudice the defendants." While the transcripts are laced with profanities, we do not 
believe that fact in and of itself requires redaction. Further, as the government notes, 
extensive "bleeping" would be more distracting, not to mention paternalistic.- This part 
of Marcy's motion is also denied. 


- The government points out that a voir dire question addressing jurors' feelings on 
the profanity issue could be asked. Both sides have, of course, a continuing opportunity 
to submit voir dire questions on any number of subjects, this being just one of hundreds 
of potentially relevant areas of inquiry. We reserve judgment, however, until we have 
actual submissions in hand.

Finally, echoing strains of some of Roti's motions, Marcy contends that

explains the absence of some taped evidence. These and other examples demonstrate 
that organized crime references are important to the government's case, not as 
inflammatory language to bandy about in front of the jury, but as explanations of behavior 
and motivation. Accordingly, both Marcy's and Roti's motion to preclude these 
references are denied. 


• Marcv's Motion to Preclude References to "Pasouale'' Marcv 

The government agrees to amend the indictment it w)ll give to the jury to 
refer only to Pat Marcy. 

• Marcv's Motion to Preclude Reference to Prior Gambat Trials 

The government agrees that references to the thred preceding Gambat 
trials will not be necessary, but, with respect to Roti's similar moi|ion, points out that

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some reference to the Greylord investigations may be unavoidable. We hold that the 
government may talk about Greylord only as required to explain explicit references to that 
investigation and/or its aftermath in any relevant conversation. Marcy's motion is denied; 
Roti's motion is denied in large part, as qualified.- 

• Roti's Motion to Preclude Mention of Judge Thomas Malonev bv Name 

Roti maintains that Judge Maloney's name is irrelevant to this case, and 
that mention of it will likely trigger jurors' memories of Maloney's indictment. The 
government responds that Maloney is connected to the case in at least two different 
capacities, first as 


lawyer, and second as the trial judge in the Chow 
case. His name, the government points out, is on court files that will go into evidence. 

We see no reason to substitute Maloney's name with some innocuous 
designation like "Judge A" or "Judge Smith." Roti's fears of juror recognition are largely 
irrational. To the extent that news of Makjney's current situation and trial arises during 
Roti's trial, an appropriate limiting instruction to the jurors will be sufficient. In sum, we 
see no real reason to not mention Judge Maloney by name, and therefore deny Roti's 


motion.— 


• Roti's Motion to Compel Disclosure of Negative Surveillance Reports 

The government maintains that no such Brady material "as requested by 
defendant Roti" exists. 


• Marcy's Motion for Admonishment of 
Bad Acts 


and to Compel Disclosure of All Alleged 


' Roti's motion to exclude prejudicial matters also seeks to preclude discussion of 
the prosecution of other public officials, particularly Chicago aldermen. Our holding in the 
text with respect to Greylord references applies here as well, to the extent that Greylord 
references may surface in this area. 

— Roti has also moved to preclude reference to Judge David Shields by name. We 
are again not swayed by Roti's argument that "heated media attention" has tainted 
Shields' name in the limited capacity that name may come up during this trial. The 
motion is denied.

• Government's Motion in Limine 

The government seeks to preclude evidence and arcjument pertaining to 
several areas.

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presenting evidence relating to the areas specified in the government's motion, but may 
do so provided that they indicate to the court their intention to do so one day in advance,

• Marcv's Motion Regarding 


Ostensibly endeavoring to address specific areas of concern that arose 
during previous trials featuring l 


Itestimony, Marcy seeks an order barring the 

government from "adducing any evidence or comment" regarding several particular 
subjects. However, as the government notes, Marcy's citation to United States v. 
LeFevour . 798 F.2d 977 (7th Cir. 1986), is incomplete at best. While it is improper to 
"bolster a witness's credibility in advance," the government may "ask[] a witness 
whether he is testifying by agreement," and may "pull the sting of cross-examination by 
asking the question on direct examination!. 1" ii. at 983. The court in LeFevour noted 
that

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A party ought to be able to extract the complete testimony 
of his witness, including the essential circumstances 
bearing on its believability, rather than [be] forced to leave 
gaping holes to be poked at by his opponent. This is 
particularly true in the matter of a plea or immunity 
agreement, since the jury is bound to wonder from the 
outset why someone should be testifying to all these 
things that damn him along with the defendant, and 
having wondered may be shocked or puzzled to discover 
the reason for the first time on cross-examination. A trial 
is not just combat; it is also truth-seeking; and each party 
is entitled to place its case before the jury at one time in 
an orderly fashion, and thus spare the jury from having to 
deal with bombshells later on. It is on this theory that 
defense counsel, in beginning their examination of a 
defendant, will often ask him about his criminal record, 
knowing that if they do not ask, the prosecutor will do so 
on cross-examination.

— We are aware that United States District Judge liana Diamond Rovner has ruled on 
a similar government motion in United States v. David Shields . 90 CR 1044. Although 
we are not bound by this ruling, to the extent that the parties desire early guidance. 
Judge Rovner's ruling should be re-examined. 
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Finally, with respect to courtroom security matters, yve will not interfere 


with the security arrangements the government has made for and its other 

witnesses; we will, of course, review those procedures in the eyent circumstances 
dictate such review.

William M. Baker. Necessary expenses concerning this aspect of the

Your UCO must utilize a formal and 
complete set of manually prepared books including a general 
ledger, cash receipts journal, cash disbursements journal, 
general journal, inventoriable property subsidiary ledger page, 
security deposit ledger page, voucher subfile, and internal audit 
subfile maintained on a current basis. While the use of a 
computer is encouraged to assist in the compilation of accurate 
records, its use alone is generally not sufficient to produce the 
records necessary for audit purposes, nor for Congressional 
Audits where applicable.

A mayor can be judged by the company he keeps— 
and the company he sendsipacking 

by HILLEL LEVIN, Editor 



T IS NOT EASY BEING THE MAYOR OF A BIG CITY. WHEN THINGS GO 
badly, people you thought were friends pretend they don’t know : 
you. Worse yet, when things go well, people you would prefer not 
to know claim they’re your best friend. 

Such was the dilemma Mayor Richard M. Daley found him- 
self in a few weeks back when Federal prosecutors released tran- 
scripts of a conversation between a government informant and 
Rocky Infelice, an alleged Mafia chieftain who had been indicted a 
few days earlier for racketeering. On the tapes, Infelice boasted 
that he played a crucial role in the Mayor’s election when he talked 
a big-time real-estate investor out of backing the abortive campaign 
of GOP candidate Ed Vrdolyak. 

The Mayor rushed to the airwaves to dissociate himself from 
Infelice, characterizing the man s assertions as “b.s," Lest any 
doubt remain about the May- 
or’s involvement with the 
Mob, the U.S. Attorney Gen- 
eral, Richard Thornburgh 
himself, soon thereafter wrote 
a letter to Daley for one and all 
to see, apologizing that the 
embarrassing bit of gangster 
gas had leaked out to the public, and assuring him that he was not 
the target of a Federal investigation. 

Of course, one can understand the Mayor s pique. He has been 
scrupulous about protecting his reputation throughout his political 
career in the state legislature and, later, the office of state’s attor- 
ney, The man may have his faults, but dishonesty is apparently not 
one of them, and the squeaky -clean image played no small part in 
his election. The reform-minded types who once pulled the levers 
for Harold Washington may have realized that when they put 
another Daley in City Hall, they were bringing back some sort of 
machine, but at least they could tell themselves that this time the 
parts would be stainless. 

And yet, while we feel confident about the integrity of the 
Mayor, we cannot be so sure about other officeholders in the city 
and county, and therein lies the rub for the Daley dynasty. As Ed 
Koch would be only too happy to acknowledge, it’s not enough these 
days for big-city mayors to keep their own hands clean. They can be 
brought down just as easily by the foibles of others— even if they 
had nothing to do with appointing or electing those others. 

Take, for example, one Fred Roti, alderman of the First Ward of 
the city of Chicago, He is the subject this month of an article by 
senior editor David Jackson, called Family Business (see page 114). 


According to knowledgeable sources, Roti is also a target in a 
Federal investigation of Mob influence in city government here. It 
was the alderman’s favorite table at a restaurant opposite City Hall 
that was the focus of investigators’ candid camera. The probe has 
been dubbed Operation Kaffeeklatsch, and we suspect that prose- 
cutors found the conversation to be more than idle chitchat. 

But whatever the revelations before the grand jury may be, 
Roti’s political career should have been derailed long ago. The real 
scandal is that he’s gone so far. Convictions in court should not be 
the only measure of our elected officials. There is also the issue of 
public trust, and Roti has violated that, time and again. 

For years, reports have been rampant about Fred Roti’s ties to 
the Mob. As Jackson shows, the connection to organized crime runs 
deep in his family, and while the sins of the fathers should not be 
visited on the sons, Roti has done nothing to dissociate himself from 
friends and relatives with criminal convictions. In fact, he may 
have helped some of them get city jobs and contracts. 

Over the years Chicago’s voters have shrugged off the Rotis in 
our midst as part of the price of living in a toddling town. Much of 
that philosophy is reflected in our tough-talking slogan: “The city 
that works” has not had to bother with niceties like ethics and anti- 
patronage laws. Instead, in return for decent city services, we were 
willing to ignore the ward heeling and political favoritism that 
supposedly made things work. 

But today, as our tax bills skyrocket and essential services 
deteriorate, the city is no longer working as it did. Much of the fault 
lies with a bloated, patronage-ridden public work force— in other 
words, the Roti way of government. 

Here is where the Mayor must go beyond his own protests of 
personal innocence and take an assertive stand against favoritism 
and corruption. Operation Kaffeeklatsch gives him a golden oppor- 
tunity to revisit the ethics bill he pushed in the beginning of his 
term. This time he can fight to make it apply to aldermen as well. 
Whether or not he manages to ram through any additional laws, he 
can still press for an investigation into contracts and hiring linked 
to aldermen. At the very least, he can start treating Roti like the 
pariah he would be in virtually any other major city in this country. 

It goes without saying that there would be significant political 
risks for the Mayor if he did indeed pursue this course of action. But 
he has become that rare elected official with a solid enough man- 
date to take courageous action. More important, he would leave the 
city with a legacy that would long outlive his term of office, and 
unlike the legacies of his predecessors, this one wouldn’t cost 
taxpayers a dime. ^

He didn’t earn the nickname “Wild 
Thing” for nothing. In one incomparable appearance last year, his 
pitches rained about the field scattershot, forcing team mascots to run 
for cover and Cubs:manager Don Zimmer, who was sitting in the dugout 
at the time, to pull on a batting helmet. “Yeah,” admits Mitch, repeating 
his most famous words, “I pitch as if my hair were on fire.” 

Having recently signed a new, million-dollar contract, he says he’s 
definitely looking forward to the start of the season. Even if he doesn’t 
expect it to be as great as last year’s, he does have certain goals for 
himself. With only one major league hit— a home run— to his credit, he 
says, “I want to hit more homers.” 

One more thing about Mitch. He bowls. It’s his tension reliever, his 
“thing.” Of course, he bowls the way he pitches— fast, well, and wild. 

Very wild. So, a tip for bowlers in nearby lanes: 
Bring headgear. Gretchen Reynolds 
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Extortion, Bombing, The Mob, And City Hall, 

This is the legacy of Chicago’s Roti family. They fill 
essential city jobs. They’ll probably be doing so well 
into the next century. And behind them all stands that 
enigmatic, pou}^rful patriarch, Alderman Fred Roti.

FRED ROTI doesn’t LOOK LIKE ONE OF THE 
city’s most powerful political figures. He 
looks, even at 69 , like a pug-nosed urchin of 
the old South Side. His hair is slicked back, 
his ears protruding; likejthe handles of a jug. 
His shoes are spit -shined, cop-leather blue. 
And his voice still has that school-yard 
bray. High-pitched andjabrasive, it spreads 
across the City Counciljchambers like a mix 
of helium and gravel.

But Roti[s power is extreme. 
He is alderman of the First 
Ward, [he teundaries of which 
trace the heart of this metropo- 
lis, includiiJg the Loop and City 
Hall itself, j 

He votes first on the council 
floor, thus signaling to the other 
party regulars how they should cast their 
ballots. Once, by mistake, he voted aye in- 
stead of nay, and the others followed duti- 
fully behind him. | 

His influence cacteiids deep into the ma- 
chinery of city government. Members of his 


family are crucial to the city’s vast garbage 
hauling operations, help set policy for the 
Laborers Union (the union that represents 
workers in Streets and Sanitation), labor on 
Public Works and Water Department 
crews, walk the streets as police officers. A 
number of his relatives have held positions 
with the county sheriff and the clerk of 
the circuit court. 

But Roti’s power also has a dark, subter- 
ranean aspect to it: It has long been said 
that he has ties to organized crime. 

Last July, the press revealed a major 
new Federal investigation into links be- 
tween organized crime and leaders of the 
First Ward, including Democratic commit- 
teeman John D’Arco, Sr., businessman Pat 
Marcy, Sr., and Roti. According to press 
reports, the government used a phony name 
to rent an office above the La Salle Street 
Counsellors Row restaurant, where the 
First Ward honchos habitually lunch. The 
Feds ran a wire eight floors down ^ eleva- 
tor shaft and into the booth opposite “Booth 
One.” There they installed a camera that 
peered through a hole at Roti and his co- 
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Roti tia» tri«d 
to cloak his extreme 
poiiticet power with 
a mantle of Invisibility: 
He's never sought 
the press's attention. 
But his low profile 
was raised considerably 
last year^ when he came 
under scrutiny by 
the FBI for possible 
ties to organized crime.

horts slurping soup, kibitzing, conducting 
business of all kinds. The hole was large 
enough for a curious bus boy to poke his 
finger into one night. And thus “Operation 
Kaffeeklatsch” was exposed. 

Sources confirm that Federal investiga- 
tors are di^ng into a wide range of sub- 
jects— from potential judicial misconduct 
to charges of political protection of China- 
town gambling. They have subpoenaed 
some of the city’s best-known elected offi- 
cials to appear before a grand jury: Aider- 
men Ed Burke, Burton Natarus, and An- 
thony Laurino, in addition to Roti. As this 
issue went to press, sources were describ- 
ing Roti as under investigation. 

Of course, Roti has been the source of 
government scrutiny for decades. And vot- 
ers keep electing him. The question is. why 
has this gone on so long? A look at his career 
reveals a man with long-standing ties to 
organized crime figures. Anyone willing to 
do a little dicing will find court files on 
Roti and his family— a record of tavern 
brawls, flamboyant divorces, robbery, 
bookmaking, and even accusations of 
murder. This is the Roti family saga. 

Seen in that light, Operation Kaffee- 
klatsch is just the tip of the iceberg. 

More than anything, Alderman Fred 
Roti represents a way of life— the ancient, 
crummy way that gives a ward heeler the 
right to do a favor for the convicted felon 
in his family, that gives a disreputable 
man the widest leeway in the corridors of 
City Hall. 

When he first ran for public office, 40 
years ago. Fred Roti was described by The 
Chicago Daily News as a “candidate reput- 
edly sponsored by Chicago’s ambling syn- 
dicate.” He greeted the charge with a wave 
of his hand and a jut of his chin. And that 
has been his attitude ever since. In 1981, 
Roti was confronted with the fact that 16 of 
his relatives were on the city payroll. He 
gave a typical response. 

He said, “So what?” 

THE ROTIS BEGAN ARRIVING IN CHICAGO AT 
the dawn of this century. “Basically, I think 
we all come from the same town in Italy.” 
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HUMILY BUSINESS 


says Anthony Roti, of suburban Lombard, 
who describes himself as “a fifth or sixth 
cousin” of the alderman. That town is Reg- 
gio di Calabria, a dirt-poor farming settle- 
ment at the pointy tip of Italy’s “boot.” 

Apthony, who was born in Reggio and 
grew up in Bridgeport, is quick to dissociate 
himself from the alderman’s family, which 
settled in an Italian enclave in what is now 
Chinatown. “They were a certain clique,” 
he says, “Those guys all got the city jobs. I 
was never part of that circle. My dad was 
never affiliated with his dad.” 

Fred Rod's dad, Bruno, was famous in 
the old neighborhood. He’s referred to in 
news clippings and history books, usually 
as a member of “La ManoNera’—the Black 
Hand— a loosely organized society that held 
its own Italian communities in thrall with 
flowery, legalistic extortion letters and a 
constant use of bombs. (“I beg you warmly 
to put [$2,000] on your door within four 
days,” one letter said; “if not, I swear not 
even the dust of your family will exist.”) 
The Chicago police registered more than 
300 Black Hand bombings in the first quar- 
ter of this century, and none of them were 
solved. Outside the neighborhood, the 
Black Hand was viewed with contempt. At 
least pickpockets and burglars risk a con- 
frontation with their victims, the Herald & 
Examiner editorialized in 1925, while the 
Black Hand bomber “is a beast who lurks in 
ambiish and never destroys unless he feels 
himself absolutely safe.” 

In 1928, property records show, Bruno’s 
wife pledged a modest three-flat they owned 
in the heart of present-day Chinatown as 
security to guarantee the bail of James Bel- 
castro, who had been charged with kidnap- 
ing, conspiracy, and assault with attempt 
to murder. Belcastro was the most famous 
of the Black Handers— he was notorious for 
attempting to gun down one of Capone’s top 
henchmen, then joining the Capone gang 
and getting mixed up in the murder of a 
reform-minded 20th Ward aldermanic can- 
didate, (Belcastro was tried in that case but 
acquitted.) He was featured in the city’s 
first “public enemies” list, posted by the 
Chicago Crime Commission in 1923. 


Five more times in the 1930s, property 
records show, Bruno’s wife scrawled her 
signature— a crude “X”— on documents 
pledging their home as bait collateral for 
men accused of crimes. Another building 
owned by the family, on South Wells Street, 
was almost continiially in hock to the state: 
County property records show that, in eight 
years, it was used for bail 15 times. 

The records of ^ other buildings in the 
neighborhood are even more startling: In 
1931, county documents indicate, a neigh- 
boring undertaker, igrocer, and tailor put up 
their properties aS; security for bail when 
Bruno Roti was indicted for murder, along 
with Belcastro and three other men. The 
records do not describe the case at all, ex- 
cept to state that within weeks, the liens 
against the neighbors’ houses were re- 
leased by the state;. Bruno had either sur- 
rendered to authorities, 
been discharged|, or 
won his case. That Au- 
gust, records show, he 
was arrested for mur- 
der again, and his 
neighbors again raHied 
to guarantee his bail. 

This time, he evidently 
surrendered to authori- 
ties, though the records 
do not indicate the dis- 
position of his casei 

In subsequent years, 

Bruno purchasejd a 
number of parcels in 
the neighborhood.: He 
also became a power in 
First Ward pcJitics— a 
padrone who doled! out city jobs to immi- 
grant Italians. In 1959, in one of his few 
pronouncements on the subject of his fami- 
ly, Fred Roti told the Tribune, “My father 
helped his relatives get city laborer jobs 
when no one else wanted the jobs in the ’20s 
and ’30s.” 

The paper noted! that “Roti described his 
father as a leader of the neighborhood,’ 
rather than a gangster.” 

By the time Bruno died, in 1957, he was 
a part of the lu rid, often apocryphal history 


of Chicago crime. He merited an entry in the 
1950 underworld guide Chicago Confiden^ 
tiaL Columnist Mike Royko referred to him 
as “The Bomber.” Federal agent-turned- 
author William Roemer,Jr., said Bruno was 
called “The Don.” A modern-day reference, 
Chicago Politics Ward by Ward, goes so far 
as to describe Bruno as a “former Alder- 
man.” (He wasn’t.) 

Kenneth Allsop’s more sober treatise on 
our Prohibition days, The Bootleggers, notes 
simply that Bruno was a beer runner, ward 
heeler, and ex-Capone executive who was 
remarkable only because he died peacefully 
in his bed at home. 

When Bruno died, the Tribune said, 
“the mantle of his underworld command 
dropped upon his son-in-law, Frank ‘Skid’ 
Caruso,” By then, others in the Roti clan 
were attracting government scrutiny. One 


of the alderman’s nephews, also named 
Fred Roti, was convicted in the robbery of a 
woman who was then gang raped by his 
cohorts. (Roti did not participate in the 
rape: He stated to police that the woman did 
not appeal to him, so he simply waited for 
the others.) Cousin Frank Roti was arrested 
for running bookie operations a few times-“ 
he was once found hiding in a closet during 
a police raid. A James Roti-^either the alder- 
man’s brother or a cousin, both of whom 
had criminal rec- (continued on page 135)

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ords and who were born a few years apart— 
was identified in a 1963 Senate report as a 
member of Chicago’s organized crime syn- 
dicate. Also named in that report were the 
alderman’s brothers-in-law James and Skid 
Caruso. 

In 1952, Mayor Martin Kennelly set up a 
committee to rid the city of what The Sun 
called “employees beholden to hoodlum-fla- 
vored political elements.’’ Roti’s brother 
Frank, then a civil service physical examin- 
er, was the first fired by Kennelly ’s commit- 
tee. On civil service questionnaires, he’d 
said he had no arrest record; in fact, he had 
been charged with gambling offenses three 
times, and once in connection with a 
murder — though none of those cases result- 
ed in a conviction. He evidently died a hum- 
ble man. County probate records show that 
his estate consisted of one Buick (which 
was divided somehow among his seven sur- 
viving siblings), a little stock, two gold 
rings, a small interest in a South Side slum 
building that Bruno had owned, and 
enough money to pay for his bronze casket. 

At Frank’s 1966 wake— as at the wakes 
of Bruno and James— policemen scurried 
through the parking lot, taking down the 
license plate numbers of the mourners in 
attendance. Cars registered to reputed 
mobsters Charles Nicoletti and Joseph 
“Shorty” LaMantia were there, according 
to a police Intelligence Division report, and 
also the car of our alderman, Fred Roti, who 
was of only passing interest at the time. 
The police report noted that Roti had been 
arrested only once, on a gambling charge, 
on Junes, 1953. 

The details of that case are lost forever. 

♦ 

AT A VERY EARLY AGE, FRED ROTI BEGAN 
practicing the art of invisibility. 

James Mezilson, his grade-school and 
high-school classmate, puts it this way: “He 
wasn’t a jock. He wasn’t artsy. In civic en- 
deavors, I did not run into him at all,” 
Mezilson shrugs, “He was one of those who 
stuck to the old neighborhood.” 

The Englewood High School 1938 year- 
book shows that Roti was active in no clubs, 
no activities, no sports. 

He has not appeared at any of his high- 
school reunions. Since he is a well-known 
alderman, a few classmates once tracked 
him down in City Hall and tried to get him 
on a reunion committee. Roti had no time 
for them whatsoever. “He had what you 
would call no comment,” says classmate 
Frank Pratapas, “I guess he was too busy 
closing alleys in his neighborhood and get- 
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FAM ILY BUSINESS 

ting jobs for his whole clan over there. He 
refused to do anything for the class. He was 
strictly Fred Roti for himself. We were very 
disappointed.” 

It is usually reported that Roti has a B.A. 
degree from DePaul University. DePaul rec- 
ords show that he attended college for only 
two years. During World War Two he 
served in the army’s finance division, then 
began a string of undistinguished patron- 
age jobs. 

In the spring of 1950, the First Ward 
Regular Democratic Organization pulled 
him like a rabbit from out of their trick bag. 

Back then, the first state senatorial dis- 
trict encompassed most of the First and 
Second wards and was about 80 percent 
African American. A respected African- 
American businessman, Dr. Edward Wel- 
ters, Jr., had entered the Democratic pri- 
mary with the understanding that he 
would have the support of Congressman 
William Dawson, the South Side’s political 
powerhouse. Four months before the pri- 
mary, Welters went to the Chicago Crime 
Commission with a most disturbing tale. 
He said in sworn affidavits that Dawson 
had offered him $10,000 to drop out of the 
race, then, when he refused, upped the offer 
to $15,000. Welters refused again, he said, 
and Dawson told him he was on his own. 
Shortly thereafter, the Regulars slated 
Roti, Welters was a consequential candi- 
date: He had won tremendous African- 
American loyalty a few years earlier when, 
as a Republican state representative, he re- 
signed from the party on the floor of the 
House to protest its opposition to an antidis- 
crimination bill. 

Roti, a politically unknown Revenue De- 
partment employee, won handily. 

{Those were the days when, according 
to Chicago Crime Commission reports, 
Skid Row winos voted for one dollar, voted 
twice for two dollars, and sometimes circled 
back again.) 

State senator Roti served three terms 
with a record of continued invisibility. He 
was appointed to a total of ten Senate com- 
mittees, but never made the rank of even 
vice-chairman on any of them. The press 
had him down as a staunch supporter of the 
West Side bloc— the group of state lawmak- 
ers, some of whom had flauntable Mob ties, 
who voted or filibustered down all anti- 
crime legislation. In 1956, following a redis- 
tricting, Roti stepped down, and was given 
a high-paying patronage job with the city 
Sewer Department. 

In 1968, the organization hauled Roti up 
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again , after their other choices for the alder- 
man ’s spot were forced out by press revela- 
tions of gangland ties. He has not faced a 
serious challenge for his seat since. 

PUT ASIDE THE OUTLAW LEGACY, AND PUT 
aside the pending allegations: Has Roti 
tended to his ward? The answer depends 
on who you talk to— or where they live. 
‘The alderman has never failed to come 
through,’' says Judy Hoch, a South Loop 
community organizer. She says he has seen 
that sidewalks are patched, potholes filled, 
junk cars towed, trees trimmed, and Girl 
Scout troops greeted with high ceremony. 

“When I first became president of the 
Town Homes Condo Association,” says at- 
torney and community organization leader 
Joseph Spingola, “1 sat down with him and 
said, I think you and I can get more done 
over a cup of coffee than in all the letter 
writing and petition gathering in the 
world.” Roti solves the toughest problems, 
Spingola says, simply by lifting the phone. 

He has lavished perhaps his closest at- 
tention on the tidy blocks around 25th Place 
and Wentworth, at the southern tip of the 
ward, where he lives, near a number of his 
relatives and a bevy of city workers. Roti’s 
street is closed off to through traffic— not in 
the usual place, at the end of the block, but 
just a few doors past his house, so that not 
even the alleys provide access to his cul-de- 
sac. The alleys, if you care to know, are 
scrupulously maintained. 

As for the bulk of the ward— the part we 
think of as our bustling downtown— one 
civic watchdog group says Roti has given it 
over to the big-time developers: “On zoning 
issues, we’ve sent letters and presented tes- 
timony, but in most cases he goes along 
with the wishes of developers,” says Ed- 
ward Lawrence of Friends of Downtown. 
“Let’s face it, developers are the people with 
money to contribute.” 

And contribute they do. An examination 
of zoning records and campaign contribu- 
tions reveals that in most cases— 22 out of 
37— those requesting First Ward zoning 
variances between 1985 and 1987 also doled 
out funds to Roti’s campaign coffers (usual- 
ly just $200 or $300 a shot). 

“The only direction he’s given to down- 
town development is to say, First come to 
me,” says Spencer Weber Waller, a resident 
of Printer’s Row and former member of the 
U.S. Justice Department’s Organized 
Crime Strike Force, now in private practice. 
Waller, like Hoch and Spingola, is men- 
tioned as a possible successor to Roti, 
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should the alderman be asked to step down 
before 1991. 

Those three would likely all draw their 
main support from the ward's gentrified 
precincts, whose votes are currently esti- 
mated at half the total. Another potential 
candidate is Jacqueline Russell, a commu- 
nity activist who spoke up for the ward’s 
many project residents during last year’s 
convulsive debates over the new South 
Loop elementary school. As Russell de- 
scribes it, in this sprawling and most poly- 
glot of wards— composed of yuppies, bup- 
pies, Chinese, Hispanics, project residents, 
Greek merchants, and old-world Italians— 
the 10,000-plus residents of the ABLA hous- 
ing project have been shunted to last place 
on Roti’s priority list. Russell shrugs. *'It’s 
just political,” she says. 

Put aside the outlaw 
legacy, and put aside 
the pending allegations:

at 4:30 A.M,, WHEN THE SKY IS STILL A 
Steely black, Fred Bruno Barbara is wheel- 
ing his “baby”— a brand-new, snow-white, 
chrome-trimmed Cadillac— through the 
yard of his trucking depot, hollering at the 
hapless men who haul the city’s trash. 

“Yo!” he shouts to one. “Your signal 
lights are off!” He spins the Caddy like a 
bumper car, and screeches to a halt behind 
another truck. “Yo! You in a road race, or 
what?” He punches the buttons on one of 
his two cellular phones, and his dispatcher 
answers right away. “Take Nappy off the 
six-wheeler and put him on sewers,” Bar- 
bara growls. “Take Chino off sewers if you 
need a six-wheeler guy.” 

He manages a fleet of bright-orange 20- 
ton dump trucks. He is an indispensable 
element in Chicago’s sanitation operation, 
a key cog in the city that works. 

Without him, a Streets and Sanitation 
veteran confides, the city would shut down. 

He is one of Alderman Roti’s nephews— 
one of the many scions of the family who are 
helping this city to run. As they have been 
in the past, and are at present, many of 
Roti's relatives will be essential to the city’s 
future. According to personnel records, at 
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FAMILY BUSINES S 

least 29 Roti family members have worked 
for the city since 1960, and at least 16 have 
worked for the county. Most of them have 
impeccable reputations. 

Yet some Roti family members are often 
in the news. 

There is RotPs nephew Frank ‘Tootsie” 
Caruso— Skid Caruso’s son— who is presi- 
dent of Laborers Local 1006. He has been 
indicted but acquitted of participating in an 
allegedly Mob-related extortion scheme. 

There are Roti’s son Bruno and his son- 
in-law John Walz. In 1980, they were called 
before a county grand jury investigating 
allegations by a former police official that 
First Ward politicians hampered his at- 
tempts to reform the Police Department 
motor pool, where Bruno was a foreman 
and Walz was also employed. According to a 
Chicago Tribune report, the official testified 
that his career had plummeted after he dis- 
ciplined Bruno and Walz for returning 
drunk from a four-hour lunch; the official 
added that two policemen were almost 
killed when the brakes failed on a police car 
that Walz had falsely reported having fixed. 

Walz is still working for the city. In 
1980, Roti’s son Bruno was indicted along 
with eight other motor pool employees in a 
massive phony billing and mail-fraud 
scheme. A day before the trial, Bruno 
pleaded guilty to two of the seven counts 
filed against him, admitting to falsifying 
$10,000 worth of invoices on behalf of a 
body shop that was paid for work it did not 
perform. (The shop, by coincidence, put 
$10,000 worth of free repairs and parts into 
a souped-up 1972 Vega Bruno owned.) Dur- 
ing the trial, an assistant U.S. attorney said 
that the central figure in the case, a top- 
level civilian police chief, had “substantial 
information with respect to organized 
crime and First Ward corruption,” but was 
refusing to share it with the government. 

Bruno was sentenced to a work release 
program, and got a job at his cousin Freddie 
Barbara’s truck lot. Bruno later was given a 
$35,000-a-year Water Department job in the 
waning days of Mayor Jane Byrne’s admin- 
istration. The department’s commissioner 
explained that Bruno “came with a letter” 
from Alderman Roti. 

“He’s a good boy,” Roti told the press. 
“I’ve got nothing else to say.” 

Barbara, the garbage-hauling man, has 
faced an extortion charge of his own: In 
1982, Federal prosecutors cited records 
showing, they said, that he was a “major 
participant” in a gambling operation over- 
seen in part by Joseph “Shorty” LaMantia.

But jurors did not believe that LaMantia, a 
soft-spoken man described in government 
reports as a member of the city's crime syn- 
dicate, actually threatened the gambler 
from whom he was collecting a $50,000 
debt, and so LaMantia, Barbara, and the 
other codefendants were acquitted. 

To tour Barbara s empire today is to 
examine the bowels of this city. His com- 
pany, Fred Barbara Trucking, is under con^ 
tract to run two of the city's four "'garbage 
transfer stations^ Twice a day the sky^ 
blue city alley trucks dump their five-ton 
loads into his lots; the garbage is scooped 
into Barbara's IS-wheeler trucks, which 
run most of it out of town. 

He also oversees the Metropolitan Water 
Reclamation District's sewage treatment 
sites in suburban Hodgkins, where acres of 
excrement are pushed around by slime'Cov- 
ered tractors. The waste is aerated, sun- 
dried, rototilled, piled into 18 wheelers, 
then hauled away to downstate Illinois. 

Barbara and his partner, Michael Tad- 
in— a deputy sheriff who also owns an os- 
tensibly competitive firm that hauls city 
waste— jointly own hundreds of acres of 
vacant South Side land, some of which they 
lease to the city for its auto towing program. 

Barbara is a straightforward, forceful, 
entirely likable man. He works U-hour 
days and many six-day weeks. “I have nev- 
er been away from my business more than 
two days," he says, "Every couple of years, 
1 take a Friday and a Monday off, but I'm 
not taking any two-week vacations or noth- 
ing like that." 

When he discusses his extortion charge, 
his eyes smart and his voice takes on a 
wounded tone, LaMantia "was my softball 
coach he says. "IVe known him since I 
was five years old. He sounded like he was 
in trouble and he needed help." 

He says, "The only time I got in trouble 
was ten years ago, and Fm still paying for 
it," He shows me canceled checks and other 
receipts from the tens of thousands of dol- 
lars he gives each year to charities, and a 
letter from a recipient who tells him, "Too 
bad the truth doesn't make good news." 

He pulls the Caddy over on the bridge al 
31st Street and Damen Avenue, where a 
ragamuffin boy is hawking newspapers. 
The boy hands him a Sun Times without 
asking for a cent. "See that!" Barbara says. 
"In the winter I give the kid coffee and let 
him warm up in our offices." He shows me 
a wad of bills in his hip pocket— most of 
which will be dispensed to truckers for 
their lunch money. "Would you believe I go 
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FAMILY BUSINESS 


through $150 in a morning here? If they 
don't have money for lunch, they get 
pressed and go home."' 

A driver in greasy overalls approaches 
him, and asks to borrow three dollars. Bar 
bara eyes him up and down. '"When you 
going to pay it back? Never!” he caws. He 
gives him the money. Then he turns to me. 
"And you want to write an article and tell 
everybody I was indicted for extortion, 
whatever it was.” 

He is a man in the model of his uncle the 
alderman— one who dispenses a thousand 
small favors each day, who goes to the limit 
for those within his family circle, who 
scoffs at the sO'Caiied war on organi5:ed 
crime. He bristles at the suggestion that he 
has won any city business through his un- 
cle. He says, ‘'You can go ask anyone in city 
sewer, water, or purchasing, and ask if I got 
business because of my uncle. I didn't. It s a 
hardship, really,” 

He says, "No disrespect to my uncle. I 
love him. But do you see him here at 4:30 in 
the morning? I'm not looking for credit, but 
1 didn't accomplish this because someone 
helped me ” 

He says, "What should I do, disown 
him?” 

But after I leave Barbara, I visit Jesus 
Garcia, the alderman of a ward where Bar^ 
bara recently tried to expand his garbage 
transfer operation. Barbara s effort was uU 
timately blocked by neighborhood residents 
working with Garcia. During the contro- 
versy, I ask the alderman, did Roti ever 
lobby you on Barbara’s behalf? 

Garcia, usually classified as one of the 
staunchest and most outspoken progres^ 
sives in the City Council, suddenly gets a 
defensive look in his eyes. He blinks and 
says, "You’ll have to understand: I cannot 
comment on that ” 

Barbara, when asked again, insists that 
he did not ask his uncle to lobby Garcia on 
his behalf. Then his voice softens. "Let me 
say this here,” he says. Roti "has probably 
30 nephews. And if he was sitting m his 
office and he could help any one of them— in 
the most righteous way— he would just do 
it on his own. You really don't know him. 
It’s like having two fathers. If your father 
thought he could help you in any kind of 
way, he would do it without you asking. 
That's the way he feels, too. It’s not like you 
have to go to him and say, I want this done. 

"You’d have to— how would I say?— be 
part of the family to realize how it is,” ^

A mayor can be judged by the company he keeps— 
and the company he sends packing

T IS NOT EASY BEING THE MAYOR OF A BIG CITY. WHEN THINGS GO 
badly, people you thought were friends pretend they don’t know 
you. Worse yet, when things go well, people you would prefer not 
to know claim they’re your best friend. 

Such was the dilemma Mayor Richard M. Daley found him- 
self in a few weeks back when Federal prosecutors released tran- 
scripts of a conversation between a government informant and 
Rocky Infelice, an alleged Mafia chieftain who had been indicted a 
few days earlier for racketeering. On the tapes, Infelice boasted 
that he played a crucial role in the Mayor’s election when he talked 
a big-time real-estate investor out of backing the abortive campaign 
of GOP candidate Ed Vrdolyak. 

The Mayor rushed to the airwaves to dissociate himself from 
Infelice, characterizing the man’s assertions as “b.s.” Lest any 
doubt remain about the May- 
or’s involvement with the 
Mob, the U.S. Attorney Gen- 
eral, Richard Thornburgh 
himself, soon thereafter wrote 
a letter to Daley for one and all 
to see, apologizing that the 
embarrassing bit of gangster 

gas had leaked out to the public, and assuring him that he was not 
the target of a Federal investigation. 

Of course, one can understand the Mayor’s pique. He has been 
scrupulous about protecting his reputation throughout his political 
career in the state legislature and, later, the office of state’s attor- 
ney. The man may have his faults, but dishonesty is apparently not 
one of them, and the squeaky-clean image played no small part in 
his election. The reform-minded types who once pulled the levers 
for Harold Washington may have realized that when they put 
another Daley in City Hall, they were bringing back some sort of 
machine, but at least they could tell themselves that this time the 
parts would be stainless. 

And yet, while we feel confident about the integrity of the 
Mayor, we cannot be so sure about other officeholders in the city 
and county, and therein lies the rub for the Daley dynasty. As Ed 
Koch would be only too happy to acknowledge, it’s not enough these 
days for big-city mayors to keep their own hands clean. They can be 
brought down just as easily by the foibles of others— even if they 
had nothing to do with appointing or electing those others. 

Take, for example, one Fred Roti, alderman of the First Ward of 
the city of Chicago. He is the subject this month of an article by 
senior editor David Jackson, called Family Business (see page 114). 


According to knowledgeable sources, Roti is also a target in a 
Federal investigation of Mob influence in city government here. It 
was the alderman’s favorite table at a restaurant opposite City Hall 
that was the focus of investigators’ candid camera. The probe has 
been dubbed Operation Kaffeeklatsch, and we suspect that prose- 
cutors found the conversation to be more than idle chitchat. 

But whatever the revelations before the grand jury may be, 
Roti’s political career should have been derailed long ago. The real 
scandal is that he’s gone so far. Convictions in court should not be 
the only measure of our elected officials. There is also the issue of 
public trust, and Roti has violated that, time and again. 

For years, reports have been rampant about Fred Roti’s ties to 
the Mob. As Jackson shows, the connection to organized crime runs 
deep in his family, and while the sins of the fathers should not be 
visited on the sons, Roti has done nothing to dissociate himself from 
friends and relatives with criminal convictions. In fact, he may 
have helped some of them get city jobs and contracts. 

Over the years Chicago’s voters have shrugged off the Rotis in 
our midst as part of the price of living in a toddling town. Much of 
that philosophy is reflected in our tough-talking slogan: “The city 
that works’’ has not had to bother with niceties like ethics and anti- 
patronage laws. Instead, in return for decent city services, we were 
willing to ignore the ward heeling and political favoritism that 
supposedly made things work. 

But today, as our tax bills skyrocket and essential services 
deteriorate, the city is no longer working as it did. Much of the fault 
lies with a bloated, patronage-ridden public work force— in other 
words, the Roti way of government. 

Here is where the Mayor must go beyond his own protests of 
personal innocence and take an assertive stand against favoritism 
and corruption. Operation Kaffeeklatsch gives him a golden oppor- 
tunity to revisit the ethics bill: he pushed in the beginning of his 
term. This time he can fight to. make it apply to aldermen as well. 
Whether or not he manages to ram through any additional laws, he 
can still press for an investigation into contracts and hiring linked 
to aldermen. At the very least, he can start treating Roti like the 
pariah he would be in virtually any other major city in this country. 

It goes without saying that there would be significant political 
risks for the Mayor if he did indeed pursue this course of action. But 
he has become that rare elected official with a solid enough man- 
date to take courageous action. More important, he would leave the 
city with a legacy that would long outlive his term of office, and 
unlike the legacies of his predecessors, this one wouldn’t cost 
taxpayers a dime. ^

FRED ROTI DOESN T LOOK LIKE ONE OF THE 
city's most powerful political figures. He 
looks, even at 69, like a pug-nosed urchin of 
the old South Side. His hair is slicked back, 
his ears protruding like the handles of a jug. 
His shoes are spit-shined, cop-leather blue. 
And his voice still has that school-yard 
bray. High-pitched and abrasive, it spreads 
across the City Council chambers like a mix 
of helium and gravel. 

He has an unspanked air 
about him. 

But Roti's power is extreme. 
He is alderman of the First 
Ward, the boundaries of which 
trace the heart of this metropo- 
lis, including the Loop and City 
Hall itself. 

He votes first on the council 
floor, thus signaling to the other 
party regulars how they should cast their 
ballots. Once, by mistake, he voted aye in- 
stead of nay, and the others followed duti- 
fully behind him. 

His influence extends deep into the ma- 
chinery of city government. Members of his 


family are crucial to the city’s vast garbage 
hauling operations, help set policy for the 
Laborers Union (the union that represents 
workers in Streets and Sanitation), labor on 
Public Works and Water Department 
crews, walk the streets as police officers. A 
number of his relatives have held positions 
with the county sheriff and the clerk of 
the circuit court. 

But Roti’s power also has a dark, subter- 
ranean aspect to it: It has long been said 
that he has ties to organized crime. 

Last July* the press revealed a major 
new Federal investigation into links be- 
tween organized crime and leaders of the 
First Ward, including Democratic commit- 
teeman John D’Arco, Sr., businessman Pat 
Marcy, Sr., and Roti. According to press 
reports, the government used a phony name 
to rent an office above the La Salle Street 
Counsellors Row restaurant, where the 
First Ward honchos habitually lunch. The 
Feds ran a wire eight floors down an eleva- 
tor shaft and into the booth opposite “Booth 
One.” There they installed a camera that 
peered through a hole at Roti and his ■ CO- 
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Roti has tried 
to cloak hisfi^treme^ 
political power with 
a mantle of Invisibility; 
He's never soupht 
the press's attention. 
But his low profile 
was raised considerably 
last year, when he came 
under scrutiny by 
the FBI for possible 
ties to orpanized crime. 
The FBI investigation 
began with a 
video camera planned 
near Roti's favorite 
lunch booth at 
Counsellors Row. 
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horts slurping soup, kibitzing, conducting 
business of all kinds. The hole was large 
enough for a curious bus boy to poke his 
finger into one night. And thus “Operation 
Kaffeeklatsch” was exposed. 

Sources confirm that Federal investiga- 
tors are digging into a wide range of sub- 
jects— from potential judicial misconduct 
to charges of 'political protection of China- 
town gambling.^ They have subpoenaed 
some of the city’s best-known elected offi- 
cials to appear before a grand jury: Aider- 
men Ed Burke, Burton Natarus, and An- 
thony Laurino, in addition to Roti. As this 
issue went to press, sources were describ- 
ing Roti as under investigation. 

Of course, Roti has been the source of 
government scrutiny for decades. And vpt: 
ers keep electing him. The question is, why 
has this gone.on so long? A look at his career 
reveals a man with long-standing ties to 
organized crime figures. Anyone willing to 
do a little digging will find court files on 
Roti and his family— a record of tavern 
brawls, flamboyant divorces, robbery, 
bookmaking, and even accusations of 
murder. This is the Roti family saga. 

Seen in that light. Operation Kaffee- 
klatsch is just the tip of the iceberg. 

More than anything, Alderman Fred 
Roti represents a way of life— the ancient, 
crummy way that gives a ward heeler the 
right to do a favor for the convicted felon 
in his family, that gives a disreputable 
man the widest leeway in the corridors of 
City Hall. 

When he first ran for public office, 40 
years ago, Fred Roti was described by The 
Chicago Daily News as a “candidate reput- 
edly sponsored by Chicago’s gambling syn- 
dicate.” He greeted the charge with a wave 
of his hand and a jut of his chin. And that 
has been his attitude ever since. In 1981, 
Roti was confronted with the fact that 16 of 
his relatives were on the city payroll. He 
gave a typical response. 

He said, “So what?” 

THE ROTIS BEGAN ARRIVING IN CHICAGO AT 
the dawn of this century. “Basically, I think 
we all come from the same town in Italy,” 
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says Anthony Roti, of suburban Lombard, 
who describes himself as “a fifth or sixth 
cousin” of the alderman. That town is Reg- 
gio di Calabria, a dirt-poor farming settle- 
ment at the pointy tip of Italy’s “boot.” 

Anthony, who was born in Reggio and 
grew up in Bridgeport, is quick to dissociate 
himself from the alderman’s family, which 
settled in an Italian enclave in what is now 
Chinatown. “They were a certain clique,” 
he says. “Those guys all got the city jobs. I 
was never part of that circle. My dad was 
never affiliated with his dad.” 

Fred Roti’s dad, Bruno, was famous in 
the old neighborhood. He’s referred to in 
news clippings and history books, usually 
as a member of “La Mano Nera”-“the Black 
Hand— a loosely organized society that held 
its own Italian communities in thrall with 
flowery, legalistic extortion letters and a 
constant use of bombs. (“I beg you warmly 
to put [$2,000] on your door within four 
days,” one letter said; “if not, I swear not 
even the dust of your family will exist.”) 
The Chicago police registered more than 
300 Black Hand bombings in the first quar- 
ter of this century, and none of them were 
solved. Outside the neighborhood, the 
Black Hand was viewed with contempt. At 
least pickpockets and burglars risk a con- 
frontation with their victims, the Herald & 
Examiner editorialized in 1925, while the 
Black Hand bomber “is a beast who lurks in 
ambush and never destroys unless he feels 
himself absolutely safe, ” 

In 1928, property records show, Bruno’s 
wife pledged a modest three-flat they owned 
in the heart of present-day Chinatown as 
security to guarantee the bail of James Bel- 
castro, who had been charged with kidnap- 
ing, conspiracy, and assault with attempt 
to murder. Belcastro was the most famous 
of the Black Handers— he was notorious for 
attempting to gun down one of Capone’s top 
henchmen, then joining the Capone gang 
and getting mixed up in the murder of a 
reform-minded 20th Ward aldermanic can- 
didate. (Belcastro was tried in that case but 
acquitted.) He was featured in the city’s 
first “public enemies” list, posted by the 
Chicago Crime Commission in 1923. 


Five more times in the 1930s, property 
records show, Bruno’s wife scrawled her 
signature— a crude “X”— on documents 
pledging their home as bail collateral for 
men accused of crimes. Another building 
owned by the family, on South Wells Street, 
was almost continually in hock to the state: 
County property records show that, in eight 
years, it was used for bail 15 times. 

The records of other buildings in the 
neighborhood are even more startling: In 
1931, county documents indicate, a neigh- 
boring undertaker, grocer, and tailor put up 
their properties as security for bail when 
Bruno Roti was indicted for murder, along 
with Belcastro and three other men. The 
records do not describe the case at all, ex- 
cept to state that within weeks, the liens 
against the neighbors’ houses, were re- 
leased by the state. Bruno had either sur- 
rendered to authorities, 
been discharged, or 
won his case. That Au- 
gust, records show, he 
was arrested for mur- 
der again, and his 
neighbors again rallied 
to guarantee his bail. 

This time, he evidently 
surrendered to authori- 
ties, though the records 
do not indicate the dis- 
position of his case. 

In subsequent years, 

Bruno purchased a 
number of parcels in 
the neighborhood. He 
also became a power in ' 

First Ward politics— a 
padrone who doled out city jobs to immi- 
grant Italians. In 1959, in one of his few 
pronouncements on the subject of his fami- 
ly, Fred Roti told the Tribune, “My father 
helped his relatives get city laborer jobs 
when no one else wanted the jobs in the ’20s 
and ’30s.” 

The paper noted that “Roti described his 
father as a ‘leader of the neighborhood,’ 
rather than a gangster.” 

By the time Bruno died, in 1957, he was 
a part of the lurid, often apocryphal history 


of Chicago crime. He merited an entry in the 
1950 underworld guide Chicago Confiden- 
tial Columnist Mike Royko referred to him 
as “The Bomber.” Federal agent-turned- 
author William Roemer, Jr., said Bruno was 
called “The Don.” A modern-day reference, 
Chicago Politics Ward by Ward, goes so far 
as to describe Bruno as a “former Aider- 
man.” (He wasn’t.) 

‘ Kenneth Allsop’s more sober treatise on 
our Prohibition days. The Bootleggers, notes 
simply that Bruno was a beer runner, ward 
heeler, and ex-Capone executive who was 
remarkable only because he died peacefully 
in his bed at home. 

When Bruno died, the Tribune said, 
“the mantle of his underworld command 
dropped upon his son-in-law, Frank ‘Skid’ 
Caruso.” By then, others in the Roti clan 
were attracting government scrutiny. One

of the alderman’s nephews, also named 
Fred Roti, was convicted in the robbery of a 
woman who was then gang raped by his 
cohorts. (Roti did not participate in the * 
rape: He stated to police that the woman did 
not appeal to him, so he simply waited for 
the others.) Cousin Frank Roti was arrested 
for running bookie operations a few times— 
he was once found hiding in a closet during 
a police raid. A James Roti— either the aider- 
man’s brother or a cousin, both of whom 
had criminal rec- (continued on page 135) 
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ords and who were born a few years apart— 
was identified in a 1963 Senate report as a 
member of Chicago’s organized crime syn- 
dicate. Also named in that report were the 
alderman’s brothers-in-law James and Skid 
Caruso. 

In 1952, Mayor Martin Kennedy set up a 
committee to rid the city of what The Sun 
called “employees beholden to hoodlum-fla- 
vored political elements.” Roti’s brother 
Frank, then a civil service physical examin- 
er, was the first fired by Kennedy’s commit- 
tee. On civil service questionnaires, he’d 
said he had no arrest record; in fact, he had 
been charged with gambling offenses three 
times, and once in connection with a 
murder— though none of those cases result- 
ed in a conviction. He evidently died a hum- 
ble man. County probate records show that 
his estate consisted of one Buick (which 
was divided somehow among his seven sur- 
viving siblings), a little stock, two gold 
rings, a small interest in a South Side slum 
building that Bruno had owned, and 
enough money to pay for his bronze casket. 

At Frank’s 1966 wake— as at the wakes 
of Bruno and James— policemen scurried 
through the parking lot, taking down the 
license plate numbers of the mourners in 
attendance. Cars registered to reputed 
mobsters Charles Nicoletti and Joseph 
“Shorty” LaMantia were there, according 
to a police Intelligence Division report, and 
also the car of our alderman, Fred Roti, who 
was of only passing interest at the time. 
The police report noted that Roti had been 
arrested only once, on a gambling charge, 
on June 8, 1953, 

The details of that case are lost forever. 

AT A VERY EARLY AGE, FRED ROTI BEGAN 
practicing the art of invisibility. 

James Mezilson, his grade-school and 
high-school classmate, puts it this way: “He 
wasn’t a jock. He wasn’t artsy. In civic en- 
deavors, I did not run into him at all.” 
Mezilson shrugs. “He was one of those who 
stuck to the old neighborhood.” 

The Englewood High School 1938 year- 
book shows that Roti was active in no clubs , 
no activities, no sports. 

He has not appeared at any of his high- 
school reunions. Since he is a well-known 
alderman, a few classmates once tracked 
him down in City Hall and tried to get him 
on a reunion committee. Roti had no time 
for them whatsoever. “He had what you 
would call no comment,” says classmate 
Frank Pratapas. “I guess he was too busy 
closing alleys in his neighborhood and get-

ting jobs for his whole clan over there. He 
refused to do anything for the class. He was 
strictly Fred Roti for himself. We were very 
disappointed.” 

It is usually reported that Roti has a B.A. 
degree from DePaul University. DePaul rec- 
ords show that he attended college for only 
two years. During World War Two he 
served in the army’s finance division, then 
began a string of undistinguished patron- 
age jobs. 

In the spring of 1950, the First Ward 
Regular Democratic Organization pulled 
him like a rabbit from out of their trick bag. 

Back then, the first state senatorial dis- 
trict encompassed most of the First and 
Second wards and was about 80 percent 
African American. A respected African- 
American businessman, Dr. Edward Wel- 
ters, Jr., had entered the Democratic pri- 
mary with the understanding that he 
would have the support of Congressman 
William Dawson, the South Side’s political 
powerhouse. Four months before the pri- 
mary, Welters went to the Chicago Crime 
Commission with a most disturbing tale. 
He said in sworn affidavits that Dawson 
had offered him $10,000 to drop out of the 
race, then, when he refused, upped the offer 
to $15,000. Welters refused again, he said, 
and Dawson told him he was on his own. 
Shortly thereafter, the Regulars slated 
Roti. Welters was a consequential candi- 
date: He had won tremendous African- 
American loyalty a few years earlier when, 
as a Republican state representative, he re- 
signed from the party on the floor of the 
House to protest its opposition to an antidis- 
crimination bill. 

Roti, a politically unknown Revenue De- 
partment employee, won handily. 

(Those were the days when, according 
to Chicago Crime Commission reports^ 
Skid Row winos voted for one dollar, voted 
twice for two dollars, and sometimes circled 
back again.) 

State senator Roti served three terms 
with a record of continued invisibility. He 
was appointed to a total of ten Senate com- 
mittees, but never made the rank of even 
vice-chairman on any of them. The press 
had him down as a staunch supporter of the 
West Side bloc— the group of state lawmak- 
ers, some of whom had flauntable Mob ties, 
whO' voted or filibustered down all anti- 
crime legislation. In 1956, following a redis- 
tricting, Roti stepped down, and was given 
a high-paying patronage job with the city 
Sewer Department. 

In 1968, the organization hauled Roti up 
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again, after their other choices for the alder- 
man’s spot were forced out by press revela- 
tions of gangland ties. He has not faced a 
serious challenge for his seat since. 

PUT ASIDE THE OUTLAW LEGACY, AND PUT 
aside the pending allegations: Has Roti 
tended to his ward? The answer depends 
on who you talk to— or where they live. 
“The alderman has never failed to come 
through,” says Judy Hoch, a South Loop 
community organizer. She says he has seen 
that sidewalks are patched, potholes filled, 
junk cars towed, trees trimmed, and Girl 
Scout troops greeted with high ceremony. 

‘‘When I first became president of the 
Town Homes Condo Association,” says at- 
torney and community organization leader 
Joseph Spingola, “I sat down with him and 
said, I think you and I can get more done 
over a cup of coffee than in all the letter 
wr-king and petition gathering in the 
world.” Roti solves the toughest problems, 
Spingola says, simply by lifting the phone. 

He has lavished perhaps his closest at- 
tention on the tidy blocks around 25th Place 
and Wentworth, at the southern tip of the 
ward, where he lives, near a number of his 
relatives and a bevy of city workers. Roti’s 
street is closed off to through traffic— not in 
the usual place, at the end of the block, but 
just a few doors past his house, so that not 
even the alleys provide access to his cul-de- 
sac. The alleys, if you care to know, are 
scrupulously maintained. 

As for the bulk of the ward— the part we 
think of as our bustling downtown— one 
civic watchdog group says Roti has given it 
over to the big-time developers: “On zoning 
issues, weVe sent letters and presented tes- 
timony, but in most cases he goes along 
with the wishes of developers,” says Ed- 
ward Lawrence of Friends of Downtown. 
“Let’s face it, developers are the people with 
money to contribute.” 

And contribute they do. An examination 
of zoning records and campaign contribu- 
tions reveals that in most cases— 22 out of 
37— those requesting First Ward zoning 
variances between 1985 and 1987 also doled 
out funds to Roti’s campaign coffers (usual- 
ly just $200 or $300 a shot). 

“The only direction he’s given to down- 
town development is to say. First come to 
me,” says Spencer Weber Waller, a resident 
of Printer’s Row and former member of the 
U.S. Justice Department’s Organized 
Crime Strike Force, now in private practice.

should the alderman be asked to step down 
before 1991. 

Those three would likely all draw their 
main support from the ward’s gentrified 
precincts, whose votes are currently esti- 
mated at half the total. Another potential 
candidate is Jacqueline Russell, a commu- 
nity activist who spoke up for the ward’s 
many project residents during last year’s 
convulsive debates over the new South 
Loop elementary school. As Russell de- 
scribes it, in this sprawling and most poly- 
glot of wards—composed of yuppies, bup- 
pies, Chinese, Hispanics, project residents, 
Greek merchants, and old-world Italians-- 
the 10,000-plus residents of the ABLA hous- 
ing project have been shunted to last place 
on Roti’s priority list. Russell shrugs. “It’s 
just political,” she says. 

Put aside the outlaw 
legacy, and put aside 

the pending allegations: 
Has Roti tended to his 
ward? The answer depends 
on who you talk to— 
and where they live. 

AT 4:30 A.M., WHEN THE SKY IS STILL A 
steely black, Fred Bruno Barbara is wheel- 
ing his “baby”— a brand-new, snow-white, 
chrome-trimmed Cadillac— through the 
yard of his trucking depot, hollering at the 
hapless men who haul the city’s trash. 

“Yo!” he shouts to one. “Your signal 
lights are off!” He spins the Caddy like a 
bumper car, and screeches to a halt behind 
another truck, “Yol You in a road race, or 
what?” He punches the buttons on one of 
his two cellular phones, and his dispatcher 
answers right away. “Take Nappy off the 
six-wheeler and put him on sewers,” Bar- 
bara growls. “Take Chino off sewers if you 
need a six-wheeler guy.” 

He manages a fleet of bright-orange 20- 
ton dump trucks. He is an indispensable 
element in Chicago’s sanitation operation, 
a key cog in the city that works. 

Without him, a Streets and Sanitation 
veteran confides, the city would shut down. 

He is one of Alderman Roti’s nephews— 
one of the many scions of the family who are 
helping this city to run. As they have been 
in the past, and are at present, many of 
Roti’s relatives will be essential to the city’s 
future. According to personnel records, at

least 29 Roti family members have worked 
for the city since 1960, and at least 16 have 
worked for the county. Most of them have 
impeccable reputations. 

Yet some Roti family members are often 
in the news. 

There is Roti’s nephew Frank “Tootsie” 
Caruso— Skid Caruso’s son— who is presi- 
dent of Laborers Local 1006. He has been 
indicted but acquitted of participating in an 
allegedly Mob-related extortion scheme. 

There are Roti’s son Bruno and his son- 
in-law John Walz, In 1980, they were called 
before a county grand jury investigating 
allegations by a former police official that 
First Ward politicians hampered his at- 
tempts to reform the Police Department 
motor pool, where Bruno was a foreman 
and Walz was also employed. According to a 
Chicago Tribune report, the official testified 
that his career had plummeted after he dis- 
ciplined Bruno and Walz for returning 
drunk from a four-hour lunch; the official 
added that two policemen were almost 
killed when the brakes failed on a police car 
that Walz had falsely reported having fixed. 

Walz is still working for the city. In 
1980, Roti’s son Bruno was indicted along 
with eight other motor pool employees in a 
massive phony billing and mail-fraud 
scheme. A day before the trial, Bruno 
pleaded guilty to two of the seven counts 
filed against him, admitting to falsifying 
$10,000 worth of invoices on behalf of a 
body shop that was paid for work it did not 
perform. (The shop, by coincidence, put 
$10,000 worth of free repairs and parts into 
a souped-up 1972 Vega Bruno owned.) Dur- 
ing the trial, an assistant U.S. attorney said 
that the central figure in the case, a top- 
level civilian police chief, had “substantial 
information with respect to organized 
crime and First Ward corruption,” but was 
refusing to share it with the government. 

Bruno was sentenced to a work release 
program, and got a job at his cousin Freddie 
Barbara’s truck lot. Bruno later was given a 
$35,000-a-year Water Department job in the 
waning days of Mayor Jane Byrne’s admin- 
istration. The department’s commissioner 
explained that Bruno “came with a letter” 
from Alderman Roti. 

“He’s a good boy,” Roti told the press. 
“I’ve got nothing else to say.” 

Barbara, the garbage-hauling man, has 
faced an extortion charge of his own: In 
1982, Federal prosecutors cited records 
showing, they said, that he was a “major 
participant” in a gambling operation over- 
seen in part by Joseph “Shorty” LaMantia. 
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Elegant 4.000 sq. ft. showroom 


But jurors did not believe that LaMantia, a 
soft-spoken man described in government 
reports as a member of the city’s crime syn- 
dicate, actually threatened the gambler 
from whom he was collecting a $50,000 
debt, and so LaMantia, Barbara, and the 
other codefendants were acquitted. 

To tour Barbara’s empire today is to 
examine the bowels of this city. His com- 
pany, Fred Barbara Trucking, is under con- 
tract to run two of the city’s four “garbage 
transfer stations.” Twice a day the sky- 
blue city alley trucks dump their five-ton 
loads into his lots; the garbage is scooped 
into Barbara’s 18-wheeler trucks, which 
run most of it out of town. 

He also oversees the Metropolitan Water 
Reclamation District’s sewage treatment 
sites in suburban Hodgkins, where acres of 
excrement are pushed around by slime-cov- 
ered tractors. The waste is aerated, sun- 
dried, rototilled, piled into 18-wheelers, 
then hauled away to downstate Illinois. 

Barbara and his partner, Michael Tad- 
in— a deputy sheriff who also owns an os- 
tensibly competitive firm that hauls city 
waste—jointly own hundreds of acres of 
vacant South Side land, some of which they 
lease to the city for its auto towing program. 

Barbara is a straightforward, forceful, 
entirely likable man. He works 14-hour 
days and many six-day weeks. “I have nev- 
er been away from my business more than 
two days,” he says. “Every couple of years, 
I take a Friday and a Monday off, but I’m 
not taking any two- week vacations or noth- 
ing like that.” 

When he discusses his extortion charge, 
his eyes smart and his voice takes on a 
wounded tone. LaMantia “was my softball 
coach,” he says. “I’ve known him since I 
was five years old. He sounded like he was 
in trouble and he needed help.” 

He says, “The only time I got in trouble 
was ten years ago, and I’m still paying for 
it.” He shows me canceled checks and other 
receipts from the tens of thousands of dol- 
lars he gives each year to charities, and a 
letter from a recipient who tells him, “Too 
bad the truth doesn’t make good news.” 

He pulls the Caddy over on the bridge at 
31st Street and Damen Avenue, where a 
ragamuffin boy is hawking newspapers. 
The boy hands him a Sun-Times without 
askingfor a cent. “See that!” Barbara says. 
“In the winter I give the kid coffee and let 
him warm up in our offices.” He shows me 
a wad of bills in his hip pocket— most of 
which will be dispensed to truckers for 
their lunch money. “Would you believe I go

through $150 in a morning here? If they 
don’t have money for lunch, they get de- 
pressed and go home.” 

A driver in greasy overalls approaches 
him, and asks to borrow three dollars. Bar- 
bara eyes him up and down. “When you 
going to pay it back? Never!” he caws. He 
gives him the money. Then he turns to me. 
“And you want to write an article and tell 
everybody I was indicted for extortion, 
whatever it was.” 

He is a man in the model of his uncle the 
alderman— one who dispenses a thousand 
small favors each day, who goes to the limit 
for those within his family circle, who 
scoffs at the so-called war on organized 
crime. He bristles at the suggestion that he 
has won any city business through his un- 
cle. He says, “You can go ask anyone in city 
sewer, water, or purchasing, and ask if I got 
business because of my uncle. I didn’t. It’s a 
hardship, really.” 

He says, “No disrespect to my uncle. I 
love him. But do you see him here at 4:30 in 
the morning? I’m not looking for credit, but 
I didn’t accomplish this because someone 
helped me.” 

He says, “What should I do, disown 
him?” 

But after I leave Barbara, I visit Jesus 
Garcia, the alderman of a ward where Bar- 
bara recently tried to expand his garbage 
transfer operation. Barbara’s effort was ul- 
timately blocked by neighborhood residents 
working with Garcia. During the contro- 
versy, I ask the alderman, did Roti ever 
lobby you on Barbara’s behalf? 

Garcia, usually classified as one of the 
staunchest and most outspoken progres- 
sives in the City Council, suddenly gets a 
defensive look in his eyes. He blinks and 
says, “You’ll have to understand; I cannot 
comment on that.” 

Barbara, when asked again, insists that 
he did not ask his uncle to lobby Garcia on 
his, behalf. Then his voice softens. “Let me 
say this here,” he says. Roti “has probably 
30 nephews. And if he was sitting in his 
office and he could help any one of them— in 
the most righteous way— he would just do 
it on his own. You really don’t know him. 
It’s like having two fathers. If your father 
thought he could help you in any kind of 
way, he would do it without you asking. 
That’s the way he feels, too. It’s not like you 
have to go to him and say, I want this done. 

“You’d have to— how would I say?— be 
part of the family to realize how it is.”

INFORMATION RELEASE 

CHICAGO — Attorney General Dick Thornburgh today announced 
that a former Cook County Circuit Court Judge, a State Senator, 
a Chicago alderman, and two Others hav^ been charged in three 
separate indictments with crimes related to corruption in the Cook 
County Circuit Court, the Illinois State Senate, and the Chicago 
City Council. 

Today's indictments, the first to result from an FBI 
undercover operation codenamed Operation Gambat, charge Pasquale 
(Pat) Marcy, Alderman Fred Roti, Former Judge David J. Shields, 
Pasquale (Pat) F. De Leo, and State Senator John A. D'Arco, Jr. 
with bribery, extortion, and various counts of "fixing" official 
decisions. ■ ' • ^ 

"Judges who sell their public integrity for a few dollars 
disgrace themselves and in the process diminish the rule of law and 
the conduct of representative government," Thornburgh said. 

"Fortunately for the defendants, this case will be decided by 
an impartial jury rather than a corrupt public official who's been 
paid- off to guarantee the outcome." 

Marcy is charged with "fixing" the 1977 murder trial of Harry 

Aleman by having $10,000 paid to the judge assigned to hear the 
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case. Marcy and Roti are charged with fixing the 1981 murder 
trials of Lenny Chow, Sik Chin and Hung Tang. Shields and De Leo 
are charged with taking $11,000 to "fix" a civil case filed before 
Judge Shields in 1988. 

State Senator D'Arco is charged with accepting $7500 in 
exchange for promising to introduce into the legislature a bill to 
allow a travel insurance business to sell insurance without the 
required state licenses. 

Thornburgh made the announcement at a joint news conference 
here today with FBI Director William Sessions, U.S. Attorney Fred 
Foreman, Chicago FBI Special Agent in Charge Delbert N. Dilbeck, 
and John Imhoff, Jr., Chief, Criminal Investigation Division, 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS). The Attorney General praised the 
cooperative work of the Office of the U.S. Attorney, the FBI and 
IRS in this investigation and prosecution. 

"Last year the Department of Justice secured the conviction 
of a record 1,149 corrupt public officials and their associates," 
Thornburgh noted. 

"These indictments,- coupled with' others this yeAr are tangible 
proof of our continued effort to keep the business of 
representative government free from those who would abuse the 
public trust." 

U.S. Attorney Foreman said, "Corruption in our courts and in 
our legislatures strikes at the heart of our government and at the 
faith our citizens have in our government. We arie dismayed that 


this corruption remains, especially at such high levels, and are 
determined to eliminate it." 

All three of today's indictments grow out of the activities 
of Robert J. Cooley, an attorney who cooperated in Operation 
Gambat. The Operation Gambat investigation is continuing. 

The Indictment of Marcv and Roti 

In the first indictment filed today, Pasquale Marcy and Fred 
Roti are charged with racketeering, racketeering conspiracy, 
bribery, extortion, and interstate travel in aid of racketeering. 
The charges against Marcy and Roti allege that as piart of an 
association of individuals commonly known as the "First Ward," they 
fixed various official decisions, including the results in criminal 
bench trials in state court, civil cases in state court, zoning 
changes in the City of Chicago, and the appointment of an Associate 
Judge to the bench of the Circuit Court of Cook County. It is 
alleged that they did so on behalf of colleagues, business 
associates and others willing to pay the price. 

Pasquale Marcy, 77, is the Secretary of the First Ward Regular 
Democratic Organization, He resides. , at 1223 .Indian, Trail, 
Hinsdale, Illinois. Fred Roti, 70, has been the alderman for the 
First Ward since 1969. He resides at 231 W. 25th, Chicago, 
Illinois . 

The indictment of Marcy and Roti contains fourteen counts and 
alleges six different instances of wrongdoing. The first two 
instances are the allegations that Marcy fixed the murder trial of 
Harry Aleman in 1977, and that Marcy and Roti fixed the murder 


trial of Lenny Chow and others in 1981. In the 1981 case, Marcy 
and Roti are alleged to have taken $75,000 on the understanding 
that they would pay the judge assigned to the case. Like Aleman 
in 1977, Chow and his co-defendants in 1981 were acquitted in 
bench trials in Cook County Circuit Court. 

Also according to the indictment, Marcy took money to fix the 
trial of Michael Colella in the Circuit Court of Cook County in 
1986. Colella was charged with attempted murder and aggravated 
battery. He was acquitted after a highly publicized bench trial. 

The indictment next alleges that Marcy and lioti extorted and 
accepted $7500 from Cooley in May and June, 1989, in exchange for 
Roti's support for a proposed zoning change at 400 N. Racine Avenue 
in Chicago. According to the indictment, the owners of the 
property at 400 N. Racine and their attorney legiitimately sought 
a zoning change through Roti, their alderman, who referred them to 
Cooley. Thereafter, the indictment charges, Cooley paid Marcy and 
Roti $7500 in exchange for promises of assistance. Neither the 
owners nor their attorney were involved in any wrongdoing. 

It is also alleged in th^ indictment' that iii June and July 
1989, Marcy solicited and agreed to accept money in order to ol>tain 
an Associate Judgeship in the Circuit Court of Coiok County for an 
unnamed person. According to the indictment, Marcy made the 
agreement with a relative of the person seeking the judgeship. The 
indictment charges that thereafter, Marcy made successful efforts 
to obtain a judgeship for that person. 


Finally, Marcy and Roti are charged in the indictment with 
taking $10,000 from Cooley in June and July, 1989, in exchange for 
promising to influence the performance of the judgje assigned to the 
case of Eldridae v. Carr , and another unnamed judge. The case of 
Eldridoe v. Carr was filed by the FBI as part of its undercover 
investigation. Cooley represented the defendant. The indictment 
further alleges that after first agreeing to accept the money, 
Marcy and Roti successfully made efforts to advise the assigned 
judge, through another judge, of how to handle the case. 

Based on these allegations, the indictment charges Marcy arid 
Roti with racketeering and racketeering conspiracy, as well as a 
series of other federal offenses. The racketeering and the 
racketeering conspiracy charges each carry a maximum penalty of 20 
years imprisonment and a fine of $250,000. Marcy is also charged 
in six counts alleging violations of 18 U.S.C. S 666 (a bribery 
statute), five counts of extortion in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 1951 
(known as the Hobbs Act), and one count of interstate travel in aid 
of racketeering, in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 1952 (known as the 
Travel Act ) . In addition to the racketeering charges , Roti is also 
charged with five violations of Section 666, and four violations 
of Section 1951. The maximum penalty for a violation of Section 
666 is 10 years imprisonment and a fine of $250,000; the maximum 
penalty for a violation of the Hobbs Act is 20 years imprisonment 
and a fine of $250,000; and the maximum penalty foir a violation of 
the Travel Act is five years imprisonment and a fine of $250,000. 
These charges produce a total exposure for Marcy of 205 years 



imprisonment and a fine of $3,500,000, and a total exposure for 
Roti of 170 years imprisonment and a fine of $2,750,000. 

The Indictment of Shields and DeLeo 

The second indictment charges David J. Shields and Pasquale 
F. De Leo on charges of extortion, false statements, and interstate 
travel in aid of racketeering. Shields, 58, of 15 Overlook Drive, 
Golf, Illinois, was, until defeated for re-election in Nove^er, 
the Presiding Judge of the Circuit Court of Cook County, Chancery 
Division. De Leo, 45, of 720 S. May in Chicago, i|s an attorney and 
a partner in the law firm of Kugler, De Lep D-'Arco, located at 
One North La Salle St. 

Shields and DeLeo are charged in a seven count indictment. 
According to the indictment, Cooley represented the plaintiff in 
a case called Nichols v. Wilson , which was filed in the Chancery 
Division as part of the FBI's undercover investigation. The 
plaintiff, the defendant and the attorney for the defendant were 
all agents of the FBI acting in undercover capacities. Through the 
normal procedures of the Chancery Division, the case was assigned 
to Judge Shields. 

The indictment alleges that on August 16, 1988, when Cooley 
met with De Leo to seek De Leo's assistance with the case, De Leo 
told Cooley that Shields would "do whatever we want" and that all 
Shields was worried about is money. Between August 16 and August 
19, Cooley agreed to pay and did pay De Leo $2500 for delivery to 
Shields in exchange for favorable treatment on a motion Cooley was 
filing on behalf of the plaintiff in the undercover case, Nichols 
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V. Wilson . The motion was heard on August 19;. Prior to the 

! 

hearing, De Leo met with Shields. At the hearing; Shields granted 

I 

Cooley's motion. The undercover case alleged a dispute between two 

I 

business partners, and the motion filed by Cooleiy and granted by 

I 

Shields sought a temporary restraining order j prohibiting the 
defendant in the undercover case from transferring money out of a

Based on these allegations, the indictment charges Shields and 

De Leo with conspiracy to violate the Hobbs Act j( which prohibits

extortion under color of official right) and three substantive 



violations of the Hobbs Act: one for the $2500 jpayoff on August

19, 1988, one for the $2500 payoff on August 30, 1988, and one for 
the $6000 payoff on September 22, 1988. Each of those four counts

carries a maximum penalty of 20 years imprisonment and a fine of 
$250,000. Both defendants are also charged with a violation of 
the Travel Act, which prohibits travel in interstate commerce that

facilitates acts of racketeering, such as bribery. The maximum

and a fine of $250,000. Shields is neimed alone in two counts for

John A. D'Arco, Jr. is charged in the thirdi indictment with

The maximum penalty for 
tax fraud is three years imprisonment and a fjine of $250,000.

1. The responsibilities of the aldermen in the 
City Council were wide-ranging, and included voting on proposed 
changes in zoning. 

2. The First Ward, one of the 50 wards of the 
City, was located in and around the downtown, Chinsitown, and Taylor 
Street areas . 

(D) The Circuit Court of Cook County was a governmental 
body authorized and empowered under the Constitution and laws of 
the State of Illinois to hear and decide various legal actions and 
proceedings arising in the County of Cook in the State of Illinois. 
The Circuit Court of Cook County received benefits in excess of 
$10,000 annually in federal funds under a program administered 
through the United States Department of Health and Human Services. 

1. The Circuit Court of Cook County was divided 
into various divisions, including the following: 

(a) The Chancery Division of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County was responsible for hearing certain types of cases 
filed in the Circuit Court of Cook County, includi|ng cases seeking 
injunctions and/or temporary restraining orders. Included among 
these cases was Eldridae v. Carr . 89 CH 03732, which was filed as 
part of an undercover investigation by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI). Robert J. Cooley, an attorney cooperating 
with the FBI, represented the defendant in tliat case. The 
plaintiff, the defendant and the attorney for the plaintiff were 
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all FBI agents acting in undercover capacities. The dispute in 
Eldridoe v. Carr was of a value in excess of $100,000. 

(b) The Criminal Division of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County was responsible for hearing criminal cases arising 
in Cook County. Included among those cases were People of the 
State of Illinois v. Harrv Aleman . 76 C 6958/ (a case charging 
murder in which the defendant was acquitted in a bench trial in May 
1977; People of the State of Illinois v. Lenny C:how . 81 C 4020, 
a case charging murder in which the defendants weire acquitted in 
a bench trial in August, 1981, and People of the State of Illinois 
V. Michael Colella . '85 C 325, a case charging attempted murder and 
aggravated battery in which the defendant was acquitted in a bench 
trial in February, 1986. None of these criminal cases were part 
of any undercover investigation by the FBI . 

2. Full Circuit Judges of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County were elected by the voting public and were agents and 
employees of the Circuit Court of Cook County. The elected judges 
voted on others seeking the position of Associate Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Cook County. The full circuit judges vote on 
Associate Judges from a list of candidates selected by a committee 
of judges. Associate Judges in 1989 were paid $75,113 per year. 

3. It was improper for a Circuit Court Judge, 
under the Code of Judicial Conduct, to accept money in exchange for 
the performance of judicial duties. It was also improper, among 
other things, for the judge to permit ^ parte or other non- 

I 

judicial communications to the judge concerning a pending 
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# • 

proceeding, and it was improper for a judge to convey or permit 
others to convey the impression that they were in a special 
position to influence the judge. 

(E) The process of obtaining a zoning change in the City 
of Chicago included the review of the proposed change by the 
Department of Planning of the City of Chicago, revj.ew by the Zoning 
Committee of City Council of the City of Chicago, and then review 
by the City Council as a whole. Both in the zoning committee and 
in the council as a whole, aldermen defer to the wishes of the 
particular alderman in whose ward the property is located. In the 
spring of 1989, the owners of a property located at 400 N. Racine 
legitimately sought a zoning change on their projperty, which was 
located in the First Ward. The value of the improvements sought 
to be made through the zoning change was in the millions of 
dollars . 

3. At all times material to this indictment, defendant 
PASQUALE MARCY and FRED ROTI were an "enterprise", as that term is 
defined by Title 18, United States Code, Section 1961(4), that is 
a group of individuals associated in fact. The enterprise engaged 
in, and its activities affected, interstate commerce.

defendants herein, together with others known and unknown to the

7. It was further part of the conspiracy that in 1981, 
defendants PASQUALE MARCY and FRED ROTI directed and accepted money 
to pay for the fixing of the murder charges in Pecple of the State 
of Illinois V. Lenny Chow .

Circuit Court Associate Judgeship in that he agreed to accept and 
tender a bribe from a relative of a person seekiiig a position as 
an Associate Judge of the Circuit Court of Cook County, and then 
successfully made efforts to obtain a judgeship for that person.

RACKETEERING ACT NUMBER 1

The SPECIAL OCTOBER 1990-1 GRAND JURY charges: 

1. At all times material to this indictment: 

(A) There were in force and effect criminal statutes of 
the State of Illinois involving bribery, including Illinois Revised 
Statutes, Chapter 38, Sections 33-l(a)-(e), the violation of which 
was punishable by imprisonment for more than one year. Chapter 38, 
Sections 33-l(a)-(d) provided as follows: 

33-1 Bribery 

§33-1. Bribery. A person commits bribery when: 

(a) With intent to influence the performance 
of any act related to the employment or 
function of any public officer, public 
employee, juror or witness, he promises or 
tenders to that person any property or personal 
advantage which he is not authorized by law to 
accept; or (b) With intent to influence the 
performance of any act related to the 
employment or function of any public officer, 
public employee, juror or witness, he promises 
or tenders to one whom he believes to be a 
public officer, public employee, juror or 
witness, any property or personal advantage 
which a public officer, public employee, juror 
or witness would not be authorized by law to 
accept; or (c) With intent to cause any person 


to influence the performance of any act related 
to the employment or function of any public 
officer, public employee, juror or witness, he 
promises or tenders to that person any property 
or personal advantage which he is not 
authorized by law to accept; or (d) HE 
receives, retains or agrees to accept any 
property or personal advantage which he is not 
authorized by law to accept knowing that such 
property or personal advantage was promised or 
tendered with intent to cause him to influence 
the performance of any act related to the 
employment or function of any public officer, 
public employee, juror or witness; 

Prior to January 1, 1986, Chapter 38, Section 33-1 (e) provided 
as follows: 


§33-1. Bribery. A person commits bribery 

when: 

(e) He solicits any property or personal 
advantage which he is not authorized by law to 
accept pursuant to an understanding that he 
shall influence the performance of any act 
related to the employment or function of any 
public officer, public employee or juror. 

At all times since January 1, 1986, Chapter 38, Section 33- 

1(e) provided as follows: 

§33-1. Bribery. A person commits bribery 

when: 

(e) He solicits, receives, retains, or agrees 
to accept any property or personal advantage 
pursuant to an understanding that he shall 
improperly influence or attempt to influence 
the performance of any act related to the 
employment or function of any public officer, 
public employee, juror or witness. 


(B) There was in force and effect a federal bribery statute. 
Title 18, United States Code, Section 666, that prohibited 
corruptly soliciting, demanding or accepting bribes in connection

with certain business before certain local government agencies, and 
that prohibited corruptly giving, offering, or agreeing to give 
such bribes. 

(C) There was in force and effect a federal statute. Title 
18, United States Code, Section 1951, that prohibited extortion and 
attempted extortion that affected interstate commerce through the 
wrongful use of actual and threatened fear of economic harm and 
under color of official right. 

(D) There was in force and effect a federal statute. Title 
18, United States Code, Section 1952, that prohibited the use of 
any facility in interstate or foreign commerce with intent to 
promote, manage, establish, carry on, or facilitate extortion or 
bribery in violation of federal or Illinois law. 

2. At all times material to this indictment; 

(A) Defendant PASQUALE MARCY held the position of 
Secretary for the First Ward Democratic Organization and principal 
stockholder of ANCO Insurance Co., Inc. 

(B) Defendant FRED ROTI was the Alderman representing 
the First Ward in the City Council of the City of Chicago. 

(C) The Chicago City Council was the legislative branch 
of the City of Chicago and was comprised of aldermen representing 
the 50 wards of the City. The City of Chicago received benefits 
in excess of $10,000 annually in federal funds under numerous 
federal programs. 

(1) The responsibilities of the aldermen in the 
City Council were wide-ranging, and included voting on proposed 
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changes in zoning . 

(2) The First Ward, one of the 50 wards of the 
City, was located in and around the downtown, Chinatown, and Taylor 
Street areas . 

(D) The Circuit Court of Cook County was a governmental 
body authorized and empowered under the Constitution and laws of 
the State of Illinois to hear and decide various legal actions and 
proceedings arising in the County of Cook in the State of Illinois. 
The Circuit Court of Cook County received benefits in excess of 
$10,000 annually in federal funds under a program administered 
through the United States Department of Health and Human Services . 

(1) The Circuit Court of Cook County was divided 
into various divisions, including the following: 

(a) The Chancery Division of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County was responsible for hearing certain types of cases 
filed in the Circuit Court of Cook County, including cases seeking 
injunctions and/or temporary restraining orders. Included among 
these cases was Eldridae v. Carr . 89 CH 03732, which was filed as 
part of an undercover investigation by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI). Robert J. Cooley, an attorney cooperating 
with the FBI, represented the defendant in that case. The 
plaintiff, the defendant and the attorney for the plaintiff were 
all FBI agents acting in undercover capacities. The dispute in 
Eldridae v. Carr was of a value in excess of $100,000. 

(b) The Criminal Division of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County was responsible for hearing criminal cases arising 
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in Cook County. Included among those cases were People, of the 
State of Illinois v. Harry Aleman . 76 C 6958, a case charging 
murder in which the defendant was acquitted in a bench trial in May 
1977; People of the State of Illinois v. Lennv Chow et al . 81 C 
4020, a case charging murder in which the defendants were acquitted 
in a bench trial in August, 1981; and People of the State of 
Illinois V. Michael Colella . 85 C 325, a case charging attempted 
murder and aggravated battery in which the defendant was acquitted 
in a bench trial in February, 1986. None of these criminal cases 
were part of any undercover investigation by the FBI . 

(2) Full Circuit Judges of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County were elected by the voting public and were agents and 
employees of the Circuit Court of Cook County. The elected judges 
voted on others seeking the position of Associate Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Cook County. The full circuit judges voted on 
Associate Judges from a list of candidates selected by a committee 
of judges. Associate Judges in 1989 were paid $75,113 per year. 

(3) It was improper for a Circuit Court Judge, 
under the Code of Judicial Conduct, to accept money in exchange for 
the performance of judicial duties. It was also improper, among 
other things, for the judge to permit ex parte or other non- 
judicial communications to the judge concerning a pending 
proceeding, and it was improper for a judge to convey or permit 
others to convey the impression that they were in a special 
position to influence the judge. 

(E) The process of obtaining a zoning change in the City 
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of Chicago included the review of the proposed change by the 
Department of Planning of the City of Chicago, review by the Zoning 
Committee of City Council of the City of Chicago, and then review 
by the City Council as a whole. Both in the zoning committee and 
in the council as a whole, aldermen deferred to the wishes of the 
particular alderman in whose ward the property is located. In the 
spring of 1989, the owners of a property located at 400 N. Racine 
legitimately sought a zoning change on their property, which was 
located in the First Ward. The value of the improvements sought 
to be made through the zoning change was in the millions of 
dollars . 

3. At all times material to this indictment, there was an 
"enterprise", as that term is defined by Title 18, United States 
Code, Section 1961(4), consisting of a group of individuals 
associated in fact known as "The First Ward", which included 
defendants PASQUALE MARCY and FRED ROTI, and which also included 
other members known and unknown to the grand jury. The individual 
members of the enterprise frequently met at Counselor's Row 
Restaurant in Chicago. Among the purposes of the enterprise were 
obtaining money, obtaining and maintaining influence over official 
decisions, and exercising influence over official decisions. The 
enterprise engaged in, and its activities affected, interstate 
commerce . 

4. From in or about 1977, until on or about November 30, 
1989, at Chicago and elsewhere, in the Northern District of 
Illinois, 
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PASQUALE MARCY, 

also known as Pat Marcy, and 

FRED ROTI, 

defendants herein, together with others known and unknown to the 
grand jury, being persons associated with the enterprise described 
in paragraph 3 above, did knowingly conspire and agree, together 
with others known and unknown to the Grand Jury, to conduct and 
participate in the conduct of the affairs of that enterprise, 
directly and indirectly, through a pattern of racketeering 
activity, as that term is defined in Title 18, United States Code, 
Section 1961, said racketeering activity consisting of multiple 
acts involving bribery under Illinois law, and interstate travel 
in aid of racketeering and extortion under federal law, as set 
forth in Count Two. 

5. It was part of the conspiracy that defendants PASQUALE 
MARCY and FRED ROTI did corruptly fix and agree to fix, on behalf 
of colleagues, business associates and others willing to pay the 
price, various official decisions, including the results in 
criminal bench trials, civil cases, zoning changes, and judicial 
appointments . 

6. It was further part of the conspiracy that in 1977, 
defendant PASQUALE MARCY and others directed and paid for the 
fixing of the murder charge in People of the State of Illinois v. 
Harry Aleman. 76 C 6958, through a bribe to the judge hearing the 
case in order to insure Aleman's acquittal. 

7. It was further part of the conspiracy that in 1981, 
defendants PASQUALE MARCY, FRED ROTI, and others directed and 
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accepted money to pay for the fixing of the murder charges in 
People of the State of Illinois v. Lenny Chow, et al . . 81 C 4020/ 
through a bribe to the judge hearing the case in order to assure 
the acquittal of the defendants charged in that case. 

8. It was further part of the conspiracy that in 1986/ 
defendant PASQUALE MARCY and others directed and accepted money to 
pay for the fixing of the attempted murder and aggravated battery 
charges in People of the State of Illinois v. Michael Colella, 85 
C 325/ in order to assure Colella 's acquittal. 

9 . It was further part of the conspiracy that in or about 
May, 1989 through October/ 1989/ defendants PASQUALE MARCY and FRED 
ROTI took $10/000 in exchange for their assistance in obtaining a 
zoning change and related approvals for a property located at 400 
N. Racine/ Chicago, Illinois. 

10 . It was further part of the conspiracy that in or about

June and July, 1989, defendant PASQUALE MARCY sold a Cook County 
Circuit Court Associate Judgeship in that he agreed to accept and 
tender a bribe from a relative of a person seeking a position as 
an Associate Judge of the Circuit Court of Cook County, and then 
successfully made efforts to obtain a judgeship for that person. 

11. It was further part of the conspiracy that in or about 
June and July, 1989, defendants PASQUALE MARCY and FRED ROTI agreed 
to accept and did accept bribes from Robert J. Cooley to tender to 
the judge assigned to Eldridae v. Carr .

that term is defined in Title 18, United States Code, Section 1961, 
which racketeering activity consisted of multiple acts involving 
bribery under Illinois law, and extortion and interstate travel in 
aid of racketeering under federal law. Specifically, the pattern 
of racketeering activity engaged in by defendants PASQUALE MARCY 
and FRED ROTI consisted of the following acts: 

RACKETEERING ACT NUMBER 1 

In or about May, June and July, 1989, in Chicago, defendants 
PASQUALE MARCY and FRED ROTI , together with others known and 
unknown to the grand jury, did commit and cause to be committed 
bribery in violation of the Illinois Bribery Act, 111. Rev. Stat., 
Chapter 38, Section 33-1, in that defendants PASQUALE MARCY and 
FRED ROTI did commit the following acts, any one of which alone 





constitutes Racketeering Act One: 

(A) On or about June 27-29, 1989, defendants PASQUALE MARCY

and bribery in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 
1951 and 111. Rev. Stat., Chapter 38, Section 33-l(e); all in 
violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 1952.

RACKETEERING ACT NUMBER 5 

In or about 1981, in Chicago, defendant PASQUALE MARCY and 
FRED ROTI , together with others known and unknown to the grand 
jury, did commit and cause to be committed bribery, in violation 
of the Illinois Bribery Act, 111. Rev. Stat., Chapter 38, Section 
33-1, and interstate travel in aid of racketeering in violation of 
18 U.S.C. Section 1952, in that defendants PASQUALE MARCY and FRED 
ROTI did commit the following acts, any one of which alone 
constitutes RACKETEERING ACT FIVE: 

(A) In or about 1981, in Chicago, defendants PASQUALE MARCY 
and FRED ROTI solicited and agreed to accept approximately $75,000 
which they were not authorized by law to accept, pursuant to an 
understanding that defendants PASQUALE MARCY and FRED ROTI would 
influence the performance of acts of the Judge of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County assigned to the case of People of the State of 
Illinois V. Lenny Chow, et al. . 80 C 4020, in violation of 111. 
Rev. Stat., Chapter 38, Section 33-l{e).

Federal authorities are investi- 
gating allegations that Aid. Fred 
Roti {1st) and Pat Marcy, a ward 
power broker, were involved in a 
conspiracy to fix a Chinatown 
murder case, the Chicago Sun- 
Times has learned. 

Attorney Robert Cooley served 
as a defense attorney on the mur- 
der case, which ended in an ac- 
quittal after a 1981 bench trial. 
More than five years later, sources 
said, Cooley turned informant for 
the government and gave details 
of his involvement in the case. 

The allegations under investiga- 
tion include claims that Marcy 
and Roti accepted money as part 
of a conspiracy to bribe the judge 
in the murder case, sources said. 

The case surfaced in court rec- 
ords last month, when 29 people, 
including Wilson Moy — the unof- 
ficial mayor of Chinatown — ^were 
indicted on charges that they op- 
erated a multimillion-dollar gam- 
bling operation out of On Leong 
Chinese Merchants’ associations 
in Chicago, New York and Hous- 
ton. 

In the federal indictment, a “lo- 
cal ptjlitical figure’** and an “alder- 
man of the' City ' of Chicago**— 

both unnamed — were accused of 
accepting money to pass on to a 
judge to influence a case. 

The Sun-Times has learned 
that the government is investigat- 
ing allegations that the unnamed 
political figure is Marcy, secretary 
of the First Ward Regular Demo- 
cratic Organizatiem, and that the 
alderman referred to is Fred Roti. 
The unnamed judge, sources said, 
is Criminal Court Judge Thomas 
J, Maloney. 

However, the indictment never 
alleged that any money reached 
the judge. 

Marcy, 77, whose real name is 
Pasqualino Marchone^was influen- 
tial in the 1968 aldermanic election 
of Roti, a former state senator. 

Roti’s attornev, Dan Webb, and 


Marcy s attorney, Edward Genson, 
said Thursday that they had not 
been informed by prosecutors that 
•their clients were* under investiga- 
tion in connection with the China- 
town murder case. 

“My client has not been named 
in any indictment and, unless he 
is charged, I have no coniment,” 
Genson said. 

Webb’s co-pounsel, Steven 
Molo, said, “Fred Roti denies ab- 
solutely any allegation or implica- 
tion that he has done anything 
wrong. He has not been named as 
a defendant in the Chinatown in- 
dictment.’ 

The case in question is the 1980 
murder of William Chin, -who was 
gunned down outside the On 
Leong Chinese Merchants Associ- 
ation in Chinatown after he alleg- 
edly beat and tried to extort mon- 
ey from Henry Fong. 

Fong, owner of the Koon Hing 
Co., was accused in the Chinatown 
indictment of acting as the “gen- 
eral manager” of the Chicago On 
Leong gambling operation. 

Three New York members of an 
Asian’ street gang known as the 
Ghost Shadows were charged in 
Chin’s murder. The Ghost Shad- 
ows, said the Chinatowm indict- 
ment, acted as the muscle for 
illegal gambling operations here. 

Cooley and Herbert Barsy were 
defense attorneys on the- case. 

The indictment and other 
sources said Cooley visited offi- 
cials of an On Leong in New Y’ork 
to pick up money to be passed on 
.in connection with the case. 

The Chinatown indictment al- 
leged that Cooley was involved in 
a conspiracy with Moy; Eddie 
T. C. Chan, president of the Na- 
iional On Leong Association, and 
Chan Kwok Wing, secretary of the 
New York On Leong, to bribe the 
judge in the case. 

The indictment -also alleged 
that Cooley tendered money to an 
alderman and a “local political 
figure” for transmission ' to the 
judge assigned to the case. After 
Cooley, turned informant, sources 
said, he wore a body wire and 
tried to talk to Moy on tape. 

Maloney’s attorney, Terry Gille- 
spie, said,’ “If there was a conspir- 
acy, he didn’t know about it. He 
was never approached, nor did he 
ever take money” in connection 
with fchin’s murder trial. 

Gillespie also has said that Ma- 
loney’s recent decision to remove 
his name from the November judi- 
cial retention ballot and to retire 
in December was not linked ' to 
any federal investigation.
